That has been the attitude of the 
Committee on Finance and. without 
professing Infallibility, we have adopt¬ 
ed that line of action."

Mr. Bacon denounced the suggestion 
that the 8outh had benefited by a sys¬ 
tem of taxation by which “one sec¬ 
tion is despoiled for the benefit of an- 
failur* to provide 
its necessities during the war was the 
result of not having such a system. In 
fervid language Mr. Bacon «pok«» 
against the protective tariff and of its 
effect tn placing an additional taxa¬ 
tion upon the people. 

Hat Manufacturers Protest. 

Washington. May 8.—President Taft 
had a tariff talk with James Marshall, 
president, and a committee represent¬ 
ing the National Hat Manufacturers* 
Association. The committee is in 
Washington to protest against the re¬ 
duction of duty on hats provided for 
in »he Senate tariff bill. The hat In¬ 
dustry. they declared, already is seri¬ 
ously affected by an increase in the 
Importations from abroad. They are 
satisfied with the rnt« fixed In the 
Payne bill, but declare they could not 
carry* on a profitable business under the 
reductions rbado in the Aldrich sched¬ 
ule.

*‘Tho Court of Appeals has held in 
the case of Young and others against 
Beckham that It would not taka cog¬ 
nizance of question of eligibility at the 
Instance of political committees 
brought befors the election Itself had 
taken place. leaving therefore no hope 
of a final legal settlement of your 
eligibility before the November elec¬ 
tion. but I have to propose to you a 
plan whereby some legal light may be 
thrown upon the matter, tho effect of 
which will be to stimulate renewed 
confidence in the Republican party and 
the ticket it will nominate and return 
to our fold many who have, through 
doubt and uncertainty, strayed away. 

•*I can assure you. sir, that I am in a 
position to know how very significant, 
both in numbers and sentiment, this 
dissatisfaction is. both in the ranks 
of our own forces and those of our In¬ 
dependent allies, for, by virtue of my 
position. I am In touch with many from 
whom you do not hear, nor is there the 
Incentive to mislead or deceive me by 
dissembling or self-interested flatter¬ 
er*. 

“In addition to the many votes it will 
cost your cause and the ticket headed 
bv you. in tho present condition of 
doubt as to your eligibility, it Is gener¬ 
ally understood that this city and 
county will be called upon to hear the 
expense of an extra election on© year 
from November.

At any event, the Ipecac was poured 
plentifully by some person Into the de¬ 
licious looking frappe and a short time 
after the drink was served a largo pro¬ 
portion of the dancers hod retired from 
the floor and were seeking sequestered

Signaling To Each Other. 


During the evenings the ships of the

«ach ship trying to send signals to

But the reason of the "luck" at¬ 
tribute still eludes us, and we nre fain 
to fall hack on one or two medieval 
legends, which do not aeem altogether 
free from the suspicion of having been 
manufactured, or rt least embellished, 
for the purpoee. In our own land, St. 
Dunrtan, who ns all know, was an 
adept at blacksmith's work, was one 
day working nt his forge, when be was 
visited by the prtno© of evil, who. either

was the i«tron of farriers, a* 8t. Mar¬ 
tin tv** of traveler*, and horseshoes 
were frequently offered to their shrines 
as propitiatory gifts to Insure safe 
Journeys. It aeoms strange that. If we 
cxpact Llndesay's allusion of making 
"offerings to St. Elroy"—which, as has 
been sold, were probably commemorat¬ 
ed by horseshoe*—"that be their horse 
may welt convey," we find In our lit¬ 
erature no dl*tlnctlve mention of the 
•fiuck" of horseshoe* till the Seven¬ 
teenth century, when we find them re¬ 
ferred to as potent again*: witchcraft. 
Gay’s "Old Woman" complains that 
her cats have caused her to be taken 
for a witch, and that ever}’where she 
meets "the horseshoe nailed, each 
threshold's guard." Aubry and Butler 
refer to them In the same connection; 
the former adding the proviso that the 
shor must have been found. But this 
user, it wilt b© *e**n. Is negative rather 
than positive--to avert Ill-fortune, not 


by a writer on the subject. It would 
seem that the positive virtues of the 
horseshoe were recognized In Holland 
in the ©artier part of th© century, but 
In England the transition from merely 
protective to actively beneficent was 
probably gradual, and the tradition that 
Nelson had a horseshoe attached to 
the mainmast of the Victory may be 
taken to mark the then recognition of 
it as a luck brfnger. 


INQUISITIVE CHINESF. 


[Shanghai Time*. ) 

•When I first went to Nanking ten 
years ago I had to undergo some veir 
odd thlqgs," said Mrs. John E. Williams 
In speakjng of the ten years' work of 
herself aiul husband In China's mission 
fields. "Tho women wrr** very sus¬ 
picious of me, but gradually they began 
to come to see me. and when they did 
so they wanted to go all over my house 
and look at everything carefully. I 
thought this might dispel their fears, so 
I let them come and go through my 
house. 1 treated them for cuts und 
burns, ajul they soon began to feel that 
I was harmless and seeking only their "I 
good. lfllle 

‘At first when I Invited them C© 


would Imbibe not only the tea, but the 
strange doctrine I represented also, so 
they poured the tea on the ground, 
but when they found that it did them 
no harm they drank It. They ques¬ 
tioned my cook and asked If I quar¬ 
relled with my husband. In China 
o\ery woman Is known for what she 
Is. If she quarrels with her husband 
and has a high temper It Is known all 
over the city and talked of In the mar¬ 
ket places and In homes. 

"One of the first great pleasure I had 
after I had learned the Chinese lan¬ 
guage was the holding of mothers' 
meetings. It was a very hard task to 
take women who had read few or no 
books. In the middle of one of my ad¬ 
dresses a woman near me would take 
my dress between her fingers and feel 
the cloth, and say. Interrupting me. 
'How much a yard did you pay for 
such goods?’ and a little Inter another 
woman would Inquire If clothing not 
wadded was not very cold. In Nanking, 
which Is sometimes referred to ns tho 
Boston of China, the proportion of the 
women who have received any educa¬ 
tion at all is very small. About one 
woman In 506 can rend. 

• ant to sav that the Chinese are 
understood and greatly misjudged. 
Many people describe the Chinese as 
a nation os sly. deceitful and hardly 


many years und I con tell you that they 
ar* not such people. They are warm¬ 
hearted. very human, quick to respond 
to recognized khr»<lncss. They are pa¬ 
tient. long-suffering and capable of 
great endurance. They ore beginning 
to educate their wo^ien, and I look for 
great result p from this step.*'

Paris, May 8.—Both the Government 
and the State employes, Including the 
xn«n of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraph, are to-duy marsnallng their 
forces for th** Impending struggle. Pre¬ 
mier Clermnceau Is still confined to his 
room by sickness, but he Is In constant 
communication with his colleagues, and 
declares he will resign rather than 
make terms.

Columbus. O.. May 8.—The Ohio 
State Board of Arbitration has Initiated 
a movement which may lead to a set¬ 


tlement of the big seamen’s strike or 
the Great lAkc*. Involving between 
15/>00 and 20,000 employes and over 500 
vessels. As a result of the efforts of the 
Ohio board, the boards of arbitration 
of N>w York. Michigan. Illinois. Wis¬ 
consin and probably Indiana will meet 
with the former body at Chicago early 
next week to discuss ways and meaps 
to bring about an adjustment of the 
trouble. / 

Secretary JoKVph Bishop has been 
In telegraphic communication with the 
boards or these States and received 
definite replies from each except that 
of Indiana, which has the matter under 
advisement, accepting th«* request of 
the Ohio board for a Joint conference 
of all the States Interested for the pur¬ 
pose of taking action leading to an ad¬ 
justment of the strike. The trouble 
started on the 5th instant and hA» 
reached extremely serious proportions. 

ONE KILLED IN RIOT. 


Union Men Throw Missiles At Crew 
of Steamer. 

Duluth, Minn.. May 8.—One dead and 
six injured Is the result of a riot which 
occurred at Superior. Wla.. to-night. 
Ihc riot waa between union and non¬ 
union men when the steamer Berlin 
tied up at the North Northwestern Fuel 
Company’s dock. The dead man’s 
name Is Rourke and he belonged to the 
Lftk** Seamen's Union. 

The Berlin Is a nonunion boat. Soon 
after her arrival a crowd of union men 
gathered at the dock and h*gnn throw¬ 
ing chunks of coal and other missiles 
at the captain and crew. Several of the 
latter were Injured more or less severe¬ 
ly and when the fight was at Its height 
some one. It Is said, from the boat, fired 
n shot at the crowd and Rourke 
dropped dead. This practically ended 
the fighting. 

Few Changes In Scale. 

Detroit Mich. May 8.—The annual 
convention of the Amalgamated Iron. 
Steel and Tin Workers, which con¬ 
vened here to-day. devoted the day to 
organisation and committee work. It 
Is expected that the wage committee 
will be ready to report Monday. In view 
of the statement made by President P. 
J. McArdle that the scale to be sub¬ 
mitted by the workers this year would 


show few changes. It Is thought prob¬ 
able the convention may be brought to 
close with the election of officers as 
early as next Friday. 

Trouble Expected To-day. 

Chicago. May 8.—After a day of con¬ 
ference! between representatives of the 
Liverymen’s Association and th© Cab 
and Carriage Drivers* Union, the. strike 
order of the union officials went Into 
effect to-night. The last proposition of 
the liverymen was to Increase the 
wAges of the drivers from 812 to $13 a 
week, but the drivers demanded $14. 
and refused lo compromise. One thou¬ 
sand men are expected to go out. Trou¬ 
ble Is expected to-morrow, as nearly 
100 funerals are acheuled to take plpce. 

Refuse To Talk of Report. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May' 8.—Officials of 
the striking lake seamen refuse to af¬ 
firm or deny the report that the confer¬ 
ences here to-day and to-morrow be¬ 
tween officials of the Great Lakes la¬ 
bor organisations presage an exten¬ 
sion of the strike against the Lake Car¬ 
riers* Association boats.

«|.j lied for appointment a* missionary to 
Chin* He was a slaveholder, and the 
Boston board refused to apt»olnt him on 
that account. At the llmr of Reeves’ re* 
J action, the Alabama Stut*- Convention, 
then in session at Montgomery, asked of 
tho Boston board the categorical ques¬ 
tion. whether any slaveholder would be 
appointed. Tb© board answered emphat¬ 
ically no. wharsupon a call wa» made 
i to the Baptisu of ihs Southern biatcs

In effect Sniedley’s ball has been re¬ 
duced tu $3,000 and he 1* hopeful of 
giving it. In the twenty case* the 
bail is $250 each The bail in the cas* 
for embezzlement, for which he was in¬ 
dicted at the January’ term, but which 
had been .filed away, Is $750. but It wui 
cut down to $500. An agreement was 
reached to give him his liberty if ho 
would make bond in the sum of $3,00 \ 
the Commonwealth and County Attor¬ 
neys having decided to take his recog¬ 
nizance for $2,500 In ten of the late 

cases.

Observe Annual Custom. 

A pretty annual custom of the descend¬ 
ants of Robert Weir and Pdrah Weir. In 
Clark county. Ind., has Just been ob¬ 
served at the Weir cemetery, near the 
town of Memphis, fifteen miles north of 
Joff arson ville. Once each year torn# of the 
descendant* go to the sacred spot to 
make repairs that are necessary to It. 
ami In this way the place always looks 
neat. This year the task was performed 
by W. F. Weir and Col David L. Weir, 
of Jeffersonville; Trevanlon T Weir, of 
Memphis, grandsons of Robert Weir and 
Sarah Weir; John Weir. Georg* A. Weir, 
arms of Melvin Weir, now dead; Millard 
Weir and Albert Weir, sons of W F. 
Weir, of Jeff or urn villa. And rreat-rrnml- 
aons of Rol>ert Weir and Sarah Weir. 

The remetery was established in Sep- 
♦emta-r. lft*3, for the purpose of burying 
Robert Weir and Sarah Weir, man and 
wife, whs died on the same day and were 
burled nf the worn* hour side by aide, prac¬ 
tically in one grave. This was the start¬ 
ing point for the burying ground in which 
tho Weirs have laid sway their dead fo^ 
sixty-six veors. Tli« place Is looked arts 
*r with the greatest care and the erme- 
•ory ha* been mads beautiful by the ad¬ 
dition of a great «h*al of shrubbery 
There are several cemetcclnl associations 
In Clark county. Ind . that pay a great 
deal of attention to the place of burial, 
but none more mretfhllv than the de¬ 
scendant* of Robert Weir and Sarah 
WeJr. 
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Ml«s Geraldine Korror. an American 
girl and prlma donna of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company, literally -‘held 
up” a performance of Barnum & Bailey’s 
circus during Its Chicago engagement, 
end with no other aid than har silvery 
voice, a voice which one ordinarily pays 
from S3 to 16 a seat to hear, but whlph 
the ladles of “sawdust and spangles” 
heard gratuitously and under circum¬ 
stances which endeared the charmkg 
singer to them for always. It all hap¬ 
pened this way: The last whistle had 
been blown by the equeatraln director 
summoning the performers for the pa¬ 
geant with which the circus opens In 
the women’s dressing-room all was hurly- 
burly snd excitement. Finishing touches 
wen* being hurriedly put to bodices and 
trunks and extra dabs of rouge were be¬ 
ing placed on powdorwd faces, when a 
call wm made for Miss Rose Wallace, the 
wardrobe mistress, to step outside und 
meet some ladles who wished vory much 
to visit the ladles’ dressing-rooms The 
ladles were Miss Geraldine Farrar and 
her mother. and they were escorted by 
Scottl, the great baritone. Introductions 
over. Miss Wallace wag only tod glad to 
have the ladles visit the circus grten- 
r<mm 

“Girls, this is Geraldine Farrar, our 
charming America prima donna, together 
with her mother.’* was the Informal man¬ 
ner In which the favorite of the grand 
opera was introduced by her guide. The 
circus girls crowd*d around. There wa« 
a perfect label of voices. Ella Bradna. 
an English girl. I ad heard her stag at 
Cavern Garden, one of the Fazio’s had 
heard her *t La Be ala. other* there were 
who had hrard her in Fori* Tim hum 
and buxx of feminine voice* beat any¬ 
thing ever heanl at a sewing-circle. The 
great singer spoke to M least a half dos- 
en of the foreign contingent, and tn ax 
many different language* Suddenly from 
out the babel of voice* came the request 
In good old United State* “Won’t you 
sing for u*. Miss Farrar? I’m a . ountry- 
wonian of yourr. and vet I’ve never heard 
you sing.” It was Miss Clara Shipp, one 
of the riders, who spoke All tta- lime 
the whistle wi« vsinlv being blown by 
the equestrian director out.jde. But it 
was unheard, or at least* unheeded. 
Mounting a chair, the singer waited for 


silence, which came instantly, and was 
most profound 

Then the rich, clear notes of a volco 
which has charmed thousands were 
heard In an aria from “The Marriage of 
Figaro.” the limpid notes of which float¬ 
ed out through the stufTy sir of tho dress¬ 
ing-room. When she had finished sho 
wo* literally surrounded by the circus 
women and almost carried by them to the 
entrance of her box. And then the per¬ 
formance proceeded and the equestratn 
. director made aware of why. for at leant 
once tn his circus experience/ the shrill 
note# of $ls whistle by which the circus 
performance I* timed and run. were of no 
avail. When the performancewrus over and 
! Miss Farrar had learned that “Jupiter.” 
the wonder balloon horw*. was bred and 
reared in her native State of Massachu¬ 
setts. tlier* wo* nothing to It but thnt 
she should be allowed to pet and careas 
him. That she did so the picture show's. 


CONVICTED BUCKETSHOP 

MEN ASK NEW TRIAL. 


Cincinnati. May 8—Miller Outcalt. at¬ 
torney for Louis W. Foster and the five 
other men convicted with him Friday In 
the United States District Court of using 
the malls to defraud In the conduct of 
a bucketshop, filed with Judge Thompson 
to-day a motion for a new trial.

The Walsh bank*, the Chicago National, 
the Equitable Trust Company and the 
Home Savings, closed their door* Decem¬ 
ber 18, 1905. Walsh was Indicted two 
year* later on 182 count*. A year later 


the caae came to trial In the United 
State* District Court, and a verdict figd- 
Ing the defendant guilty on flfty-four 
count* wa* returned. 

Judge Anderson sentenced Walsh to 
five years In the Federal orison at Fort 
Leavenworth. The appeal followed. Oral 
arguments will be heard by Judges Gross- 
cup. Baker and Seaman trie last week In 
the month. 

It 1* said that the Walsh failure taus«d 
losses to himself, stockholders and other* 
aggregating fttf.OOO.OQO. 

"Mr Wftlfh." says the brief, "was en¬ 
gaged In the promotion of a large num¬ 
ber of struggling enterprise* which were 
In desperate need of funds. Generally 
speaking, his mode of procedure was that 
he would learn of some enterprise thut 
was bankrupt, or about to go Into bank¬ 
ruptcy. and he would purchase it at a 
very low price. He would then organise 
a corporation and sell the enterprise to 
this corporation, taking In ravrnent the 
capita) stock of the new corporation and 
a sufficient number of bonds which at 
their face value wouid more than teJin- 
burse him for the price originally paid for 
the property. If the enterprise wa* suc- 
• ***ful Mr. Waish mode the profit and 
the bank got Its Interert on the bonds. 
If the enterprise should fat! Mr Walsh 
lost nothing and the hank lost the amount 
of the Investment. 

"When the banks closed Mr. Walsh had 
taken about $16,000,000 of their funds 
for bis personal speculation, yet his name 
appeared nowhere on the books as debtor 
or borrower, and the true state of affairs

Washington. May 8. — [Special.) — 
Straight whisky, or '‘pure” whisky, as 
recognised by former President Roose¬ 
velt, Dr. Wiley and Charles J Bor a- 
parto. former Attorney General, had its 
final Inning to-day at the "what la 
whisky" hettrlr.g before the Solicitor 
Gkneral of the United Stales. 

Dr. H. W Wiley, Chief of the Bu¬ 
reau of Chemistry, whose fight ngRlret 
whisky adulteration wo** supported by 
Mr. RoogffVeelt. appeared to-da> at the 
bearing, which President Tuft has 
opened up. und declared thAt If the 
bars were g»Hr.g 10 be h t down *o that 
rectifiers could continua adulterating 
whisky with neutnil spirits, then the 
Integrity of the whole pure food law 
which had been pn.*5<ed for consumers 
would be destroyed 

Dr. Wllej* declared that It had taken 
year* to get the food and drugs act 
on the statute books and that its effi¬ 
ciency. would be ended with regard to 
the labeling of every food product on 


the market and iho hands of the ad¬ 
ministrative authorities would be para¬ 
lyzed If adulteration of liquor was 10 
be condoned and Indulged us the out¬ 
come of this rcoppnlng of the whisky 
labeling questum. He declared that 
the consumers of the* country had a 
right to pure food under the law, and 
that they were looking to tho Govern¬ 
ment to uphold the law. He said the 
adulteration of whisky by neutral splr- 
ith was one of the most aggravating 
forms of cophistlcatton and deception. 

• • • 

Choate Takes Part. 

Joseph H. Choate, former Ambassa¬ 
dor to the Court of St. James, partici¬ 
pated In the arguments to-day, hav¬ 
ing completed his regular address on 
yc*ter%lay In behalf of a Canadian 
brand John G. Carlisle and Edmund 
W. Taylor made the regular arguments 
for the straight whisky people In hup- 
port of tho Roosevelt-Bonaparte-Wiley 
rulings. Mr Taylc* made the open- 
ing argument, lasting over thbee hours, 
and Mr. Carlisle followed for an hour 
and a half. 

Mr. Taylor outlined the various de¬ 
bate* In Congress and hearings be¬ 
fore varkiu** cor.gres»tdotwil committees 
on the question of whisky adulteration 
from the time the internal revenue 
laws were pending during the Civil 
War allowing that the Congress had 
full cognizance of the practice of the 
rectifiers year after year front 1X62 un¬ 
til the Federal pure food law was at 
length enacted In 1906. He analyzed 
the evidence w'hlch had been taken* be¬ 
fore the Solicitor ticgcral for the last 
fifteen day*, giving afieclHl attention to 
l»olnttrg out Inconsistencies In the tes- 
tlnionv of Dr, Schldrowltz.' the celc- 
bmtt<i English chemist; Dr. Dunlop, 
Prof. Chandler, of Columbia College, 
and Prof Saltier, of New York, all 
of whom had testified Iji behalf of the 
rectifiers.

spirits could not bo considered whisky, 
even by the testimony of these very 
witnesses. He declared that all the tes¬ 
timony showed that the straight article 
was real whisky and that the rectifiers 
had constantly used neutral spirits, 
caramel and artificial flavors to Imitate 
the genuine straight whisky aged for 
years in charred barrels. He declared 
that the rectifiers had taken these neu¬ 
tral spirits and converted them over 
night Into so-cuJled whisky, brandy or 
rum and that it was to stop this very, 
abuse that Congress had put express 
terms of designation in the pure food 
law. 

Mr. Taylor took Issue with Mr. 
Choate on the meaning of certain 
diplomatic correspondence which the 
late John Hay had had with tho Japa¬ 
nese Government, and maintained that 
Mr. Hay had not predicated the collec¬ 
tion of a tariff refund on a recognition 
of dilute neutral spirit as whisky, but 
had merely disputed with the Japanese 
Government the accuracy of testa by 
which the Japanese chemists had con¬ 
demned a "rye whisky." Mr. Taylor de¬ 
clared that Mr. Hay had. as a matter 
of fact, defined a real rye whisky ®o as 
to exclude neutral spirits. 

Quotes Taft's Father. 


Mr. Taylor declared that neutral 


Mr. Taylor cited on opinion of Presi¬ 
dent Tuffs father. Xkdionso Taft, .who 
when Attorney General had himself ne- 
clared whisky and alcohol to be entire¬ 
ly different articles both in law and In 
fact. 

Mr. Carlisle spoke during the after¬ 
noon asserting that the straight whTfc- 
ky distillers were making the genuine 
and pure article und that Section 3244 
of the Internal revenue laws plainly 
show'ed that the rectifier produced spu- 
rlous Imitations and compound liquors 
from the early 60s. selling them for 
the genuine aged articles of the 
straight distiller. Mr. Carlisle said that 
the fact that this adulteration had ex¬ 
isted for ydrirs erected no right that a 


court would protect He declared that 
if this administration reversed the 
Roosevelt-Bonaparte-Wiley rulings on 
whisky and allowed the rectifiers to 
continue Imitating and adulterating 
whisky, the pure food law which Con¬ 
gress Intended to protect the people, 
would become null and void. 

He urged the Solicitor General not 
to open up the gates to the adultera¬ 
tion of all sorts of foods and drugs 
by giving special privileges to the men 
engaged In "Imitating'' whisky. He 
showed how honey, maple sugar, vanil¬ 
la extracts, elder vinegar and other 
food products could be adulterated at 
will If the precedent of adulterating 
whisky was now exonerated and con¬ 
doned. Several Interesting COlldqules 
took place between Mr. Choate and Mr. 
Carlisle.

Ill-intentioned person** have no 
chunre to meet the Immigrant*.*' I 
could notice. In fact, that Battery place 
vra* quite different from what it was 
four yiara ago At that tune It wn* 
full of the representatives of cheap 
hotel*, railroad compuntt.*, conductor*, 
trho run to offer their service#— and 
nod know* what services they were— 
to the immigrants a* toon its the boat 
arrived. Now the pluce was quite clear 
of all such persons and the immigrants 
fully protected. Proun Uon for the im 
migrant ho* been Indeed the keynote 
of the administration of Oommlneloner 
Watchorr. for the last four years 

Ah soon ns you enter the boat you 
realize the fact that you are In an in¬ 
ternational place Notices ure afflrted 
to the walls tn hnlf a dozen language* 
telling that no more than 30 cents 
ought to be paid for expre^sage on ft 
trunk shipped to any part of Manhat¬ 
tan In one comer u uroup of offi¬ 
cial* are talking about the weather: 
In another comer a group of Italians 
are discussing animatedly the murder 
of Pttroeino; up and down the long 
corridors walk the representative* of 
the sock tie* for the Immigrants. They 
are the Jewish, the Ruasinn. the Polish, 
the Italian reprekentatlves; they go tu 
take the places of tho?** who are to 
come over on the next boat. 

It whs a happy Idea to have th»* im¬ 
migration station built In sight of the 
ataruc of Liberty; every immigrant 
oonilng to New York sees It. As we 
)ias*tri near the great structure 1 re¬ 
marked to a tall, well-dressed gentle¬ 
man something about the beauty of the 
statue arising from tho *m. lighted by 
the declining sun with the contour of 
Its head outlined on the blue sky The 
man looked at me tlkntly a moment, 
then answered: "When that statue 
Viu* built it wa« thing tn 

New York* It dominated ill; now look'* 
—and Ue indicated *he skyscrapers of 
lower Broadway— th* pov.'cr of money 
i« rapioly ruing above th* head of the 
gtatue of Lll/vrty." The remark was 
interesting, although not entirely con¬ 
vincing; tlie gentleman explained lio 
was a Jew*, himself an Immigrant fif¬ 
teen years ago, now a teacher in an 
American school and a student of 
economics.

At the Station. 


The group of buildings that com¬ 
prises the immigration station Is har¬ 
monious and Imposing. The main 
building in the center, the hospital on 
one Bide, the waiting-room on the oth¬ 
er. The main building 1 ms in the cen¬ 
ter a very spacious hall, which occupies 
all the three stories, and around which 
are on the first floor the offices, on 
the second the dormitories for Immi¬ 
grants temporarily detained, and on the 
third a fine gallery from which the vis¬ 
itors can observe the Incoming of the 
immigrant**. The hall Is divided In sev¬ 
eral aisles where the immigrants sit 
down, waiting tholr turn to go l*»f«>ro 
the inspector. When a gf earner arrives 
the agents of the company notify the 
Commissioner of the number of im¬ 
migrants It carries, and If It Is yet 
early In th* day the Immigrants are 
transferred In barges to the Island. The 
first Inspection is made by the physi¬ 
cians w ho are detached for that service 
by the Marine Hospital Corps. All 
•persons affected with contagious dis¬ 
eases are Isolated In the hospital and 
have to await the next steamer to go 
back; In the same way nre treated per¬ 
sons suffering from mental diseases, 
but those whose sickness Is of a tem- 
jporarv nature are cared for In the hos¬ 
pital And allowed to land afterward if 
thqy fulfill all the requirements of the 
law*. 

Ah soon as they have passed tha 
medical examination, the Immigrants 
are ushered Into the large hall and 
have to go before the Inspector. There 
are 21 inspectors, and when they work 
to their full capacity they can examine 
*,000 Immigrants in one day. Their 
business I* to find out Whether the Im¬ 
migrant has relations or not. w'here he 
wants to go; how much money he has; 
whether he comes under a contract of 
labor or Is likely to become a public 
charge; whether he Is a criminal or an 
anarchist, and. finally, In the case of 
women, whether they come for Immor¬ 
al purposes The Inspectors speak flu¬ 
ently several languages; the questions 
aro brisk, and the work vary rapid 
The Immigrant advances to the de**ji 
with his papers In one hand and his 
money In the other: hls whole life de¬ 
pends on a word of that man he doss 
not know and who looks at him search - 
Inglv with hls eyes trained by year* of 
practice to detect fraud. If he is bund¬ 
ed over hls papers and told to proceed, 
hls face shines with gladness: If he 
rejected hls eyes fill with tears and 
his countenance with despair; perhaps 
be sold all he had in th«* W'orld to come 
here and he feels as If hls life were 
ruined.

Always Have Escort. 


The immigrants admitted are imme¬ 
diately separated according to the rail¬ 
road station they have to go to. If th. lr 
destination is outside of New York, 
or ushered Into waiting room* if their 
relatives are to come after them; In 
T.o case is a helpless Immigrant turned 
loose in New York City. If the rela¬ 
tives do not present themselves the im¬ 
migrant is handed over to the society 
which takes care of the members of 
lUi race and In every way he Is pro¬ 
tected untlp he reache* hi» destination. 
'Two thousands beds are provided for 
Immigrants temporarily detained- and 
dozens of missionary and charitable so¬ 
cieties maintain In that place persons, 
whose business It Is to comfort, to help, 
to Inform, to send letters and tele¬ 
grams. and In even' way render cheer¬ 
ful the life of the detained. The chil¬ 
dren do not feel the anxieties of tho 
•parents, and, tn fact, would b< 

. too happy to settle on the Island, where 
they have the luxury of a rcx»r garden 
and plenty of toys «ent from all parts 
of the country for their enjoyment. 

In the basement of the main build¬ 
ing is the storage for the trunks and

ANTMIA ANl/lTS ENTMIES. 


(Youth's Companion.) 

Anemia, from the Greek word mean¬ 
ing 'want of blood." Is of two kinds, 
primary* and secondary. The primary 
anemias are so called because a» yet 
medical science has not discovered 
their direct cause, and until this la done 
it Is necessary to recognize and treat 
them as diseases In themselves. When 
the reason for the* condition is found 
out, then the anemia, which Is really 
only a symptom of soma disease and 


r.ot a disease In Itself, will be called 
secondary Instead of primary. 

The principal form* 6f primary 
anemia are chlorosis, pernicious ane¬ 
mia and leukamta ChloroHs gener¬ 
ally attacks young girls In the early 
terns. It Is not very w'ell understood, 
but seems to la? a condition of poor 
blood formation rather than of blood 
destruction. ^Tts treatment Is simple, 
consisting In* fresh air. good food and 
the administration of some form of 
iron. The results are prompt, and with 
a little cure a jierfect state of heuJih 
may be established 

Pernicious anemia I* another matter 
It atUurk* adults, both men and women, 
and Is almost always fatal The vic¬ 
tims of this form of anemia are often 
well clothed in flesh and look robust. 
Furth e r m ore, their symptom* are In 
many OtMt mistaken for those of kid¬ 
ney or heart trouble, paralysis, disease 
of the liver, and so on. until an ex¬ 
amination of tho blood establishes a 
diagnosis. 


Lcukamta means literally, "white 
blood." In this condition the red blood 
cells are greatly diminished. The course 
of leukamla Is a great deal Uke that 
of pernicious anemia, and colls for 
about the same treatment—complete 
rest In bed, good oJr and food, plenty 
of sunshine, and the administration of 
some form of arsenic. 

Secondary anemia can always be 
traced to some definite cause, such &> 
rapid loss of blood from a wound, re- 
Kultlng In a condition x>f so-called acute 
unemla. the los* from hemorrhages 
from the lurgs in tuberculosis, or tho 
depletion of the blood from poisoning 

Tho pobon in the »>>tem resulting 
from ctinoer or tuberculosis cause* ane- 
mla by blood destruction while wounde 
or hemorrhages cause it by blood losv 
Mon* than half the blood in the body I 
ran be lost without death resulting 
When this occurs in a hitherto healthy 
persot\ from a sever* wound, for ex¬ 
ample, the system Immediately sets to I 
work to bring the blood back to Its 


normal amount, the condition of acute 
anemia gradually yielding day by day 
os the body make* up Its loss. 

There Is an anemia of the poor 
cAusod by a diet deficient In blood- 
building materials, or by Inferior cook¬ 
ing. such os tho habitual frying of 
meat.

His son, the Rev. John M Mnron. LV II, 
also Attained un eminent position in the 
cuhrch and Inherited, with his Meter, 
from that Illustrious father that streugth 
of mind and character that was destined 
to make such ah Impress for good upon 
succeeding generatlcna 
Margaretts Mne«m was reared In a re¬ 
ligious atmosphere Rhe was educated 
by Mrs. Isabelle Qrahame, of New Yoik. 
and one of the foremost educators of the 
day. In February 1799 Miss Mason mar¬ 
ried the linn. John Brown, of Virginia 
She came with her distinguished husband 
to the wilderness of Kentucky as a bride 
of one year end settled down to house¬ 
keeping at ’’Liberty Hall,” so namrd 
fn m tbe irpncr house of the Brownii of 
Virginia, and this wonderful piece of ar¬ 
chitecture was plot ned by Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson, with whom Mr Brown studio 1 
law.

When Kentucky became a State m 1758 
he w*as elected Senator from Kentucky 
and aerved-s three terms. Because of tne 
largA acquaintance of Jonn Brown with 
public men “Liberty Hall” wua naturaiiv 
the rendezvous of many distinguished 
men when It was one of the few hand¬ 
some houses In the then sparsely settled 
country west of the mountains If « 
“guest book’* had been kept In' the old 
house a record of no llttl* historic value 
wrmild have been mad*. As tt Is ‘many In¬ 
cidents are gift remembered and mimy 
interesting Tetter* still preserved.

Interesting Letter. 

One. wrlttem by Mrs Brown to her 
mother In New York Cltv. say*: 

•*Oen Lafayette occasioned a* much 
bustle In proportion to population here 
aa In New York, and I must state a cir¬ 
cumstance which I know will give you 
pleasure, as It wta the cauftr of much 
gratification to me. There was a splen¬ 
did ball to be given In the evening, but 
there were many ladle* who did not at¬ 
tend bulls Thev were Introduced to him 
at hla marqee—I was one of the number 
and had a hearty handshake and oc¬ 
casioned the envy of many an impatient 
expectant 

“In the evening.” continue* Mrs. Brown. 
”a number of my particular friend* took 
ten with m* and urged me to go to the 
ball. In order to have another Interview 
with the General. 1 told them my ob¬ 
jections. that I had not frequented place* 
of amusement for many years nnd al¬ 
though I might spend n few momenta 
In s ballroom without harm, vet I felt !t 
Inconsistent with the professions l had 
made. Several replied that they wore 
church members as well as myself and 
though they would not go at nnv other 
time, vet on such an occasion thought 
themselves Justified In attending 

’’Thus w* parted They all paraded to 
the hall, but had not been there twenty 
minutes when who should arrive but Gen 
Lnfavette. hit son and suit. Thev spent 
nearly an hour with us In most delight¬ 
ful conversation. whilst those who went 
to the ball did not get to exchange a 
syllable with him. Had ! not a complete 
triumph ?*’ 

These Intimate letters give a glimpse of 
life at “Liberty Hall” in the earlv dsvs 
of Kentucky’s statehood In a country 
so lately reclaimed from the wilderness 
there were to he found men and women 
of refinement and culture. In touch wltn 
the great world bevond the mountains, 
who gave to the State the reputation for 
hospitality she has so long enjoyed and 
who were themaelve* the soda! nnd Intel¬ 
lectual equals from Washington and from 
France. 

The old garden* will, on this occasion, 
he full of the descendants of stick wortliv 
stork and their namee are the flower of 
Kentucky's aristocracy.

The Music Wave In America. 
Writes Gertrude Atherton in that 
sprightly Journal. Life: 

“Some time ago a writer in Renton#' s 

mad* a plea for grand opera Itt EtfgfTsh, 
arguing that not only would It appeal far 
more widely to Americans (rarely lin¬ 
guists of even mean ability), but that its 
pleasure-giving power would be Intensi¬ 
fied. 1 would not only heartily indorse 
this suggestion, but make a bolder one 
We should have opera practically all the 
year round In every American city of over 
a hundred thousand Inhabitants. 

‘There is nothing more remarkable In 
modern x civilisation that a nation num¬ 
bering upward of 80.fW.WW and of a 
wealth so vast that It la the Mllionatre 
among the nation* of the earth < alas’ In 
tnony ayes the vulgar parvenu), caters 
less to the higher want* of man than any 
one of the many subdivisions of the com¬ 
paratively small state of Germany. There 
is not a city of any pretension* In Ger¬ 
many that has not Its operohouee. where 
old opera* and new. oerman operas. 
French and Italian, are rendered for 
eight months of the year to crowded 
houses; and in many cities there are 
•summer theaters.’ where opera Is given 
during July and August for the benefit of 
the tourist from smaller towns. 

“Who constitute theee German publics 
that crowd the operahouse® nighr after 
night for eight months In the year? The 
court eoclety? Not at all. They ere too 
occupied with functions to give more than 
casual attention to the opera, and rush 
off to their castles earlier every year. The 
habitual opera-goers are the moderately 
well-to-do middle class, who entertain 
little, dress hideously, permit themselves 
to grow fat and ugly, yet who possess a 
fine and critical taste in music, the drama 
and the other arts, that should put our 
whole 80.000.000 to the blush.** 

If America has nut yet reached the 
opera-house degree, a writer In a re¬ 
cent number of The Cosmopolitan 
shows that in the past two or three 
years American cities have made a 
marked advance In music,In another 
and Important direction. To the persons 
who had not observed tbe drift it must 
have been surprising to read therein of 
the number of cities In which, within 
the post two or three year*, large, 
capable orchestra* have been organized 
by the spontaneous movement of cltl 
sens desirous of infusing Into the lo 
cal life a strong note of culture. Even 
cities of only moderate population and 
moderate wealth are on the list with 
organizations of respectable projmr- 
tlons and high aspirations. 

It is a hopeful exhibit. Alt these 
agencies are exerting day by day a 
steady, persistent influence for aee 
thetie development and for the exalta- 
- lion of the people’s tastes and points 
of view, it la always a hard, uphill 
fight to establish an orchestra In 
community; It is a costly inatitutlon. 
and it cannot live without ample pub¬ 
lic support. Before it gets that sup¬ 
port it usually must first teach the 
people that they really do like fine mu¬ 
sic. which a great many, never having 
heard It, Imagine that they do not. 
It la while an orchestra Is passing 
through this educational period that its 
troubles are greatest. In most places 
the people fit last regard the Institution 
as a necessity, the concert-going hab¬ 
it becomes fixed, and tho very thought 
of losing the opportunity to hear such 
music U In itself depressing. Cincin¬ 
nati used to Lavs on orchaelr*. U has 


to seize an opportunity to perpetuate 
here—if not an opera company, as de¬ 
sired by Mrs. Atherton—an orchestra; 
an opportunity which, neglected, may 
be the loot of a Mfe time.

PW4. the 
only occasion when a New England State 
suffered the horrors of war during the 
historic conflict, and might conceive what 
the operation* of Gen. Sheridan and hi* 
efficient lieutenant Hunter mednt to non- 
combatant® In the Shenandoah Valley 
Doubtless the Governor and the Mayor 
concluded that Bennett H. Young had 
lived a blameless and useful life since, se 
commissioned officer of the Confederate 
service under orders from the War De 
psrtment, he invaded Vermont territory, 
and It may even have seemed t® them an 
act of conciliation and good will, 
stretching of the hand across the bloody 
chasm, as It were, to Invite the author of 
the woe# of St. Albans on that memora¬ 
ble day to addrewa its citizen# on such a 
hnepitabla occasion as the celebration in 
July. But they had not reckoned with 
some of their neighbors who fought me 
good fight fand were still fighting it).

Ity and zeal. It might cool ex-Gov. Orms- 
bee’e martial ardor if he were to read th# 
opinion of Mr. Justice Smith, of Montreal, 
who reviewed the fact® In the case, con 
st rued the Ashburton extradition treaty, 
and discharged th* prisoners. ^Mr, Justice 
Smith held that the arts of Lieut. Young 
do not fall within tne purview of orll 
nary criminal law, hut within that branch 
of international law which treat* of the 
laws of war."

Senator Bradley ha® come to the de 
fens# of Kentucky hemp. It may be for¬ 
gotten now that It was Kentucky hemp 
Just 100 year* ago which brought into 
existence the protective theory of tariff 
legislation that was first adopted by the 
Whig® and later accepted as a cardinal 
principle by the Republicans, and that 
In defense of Kentucky hemp Henry Clay, 
the great apostle of protection, actually 
fought and shed hla blood. It la true 
chat before thla Alexander Hamilton had 
ably argu«4 In favor of encouraging 
manufacturing, but the protective theory 
as w* know It had its real birth in the 
Kentucky Legislature in 1$0S, when Henry 
Clay was a member of that body. The 
dark clouds of trouble with Great Brlt< 
aln which broke Into a storm of 
a few years later were lowering over 
the political horizon, and the embargo 
act hod brought to our doors the neces¬ 
sity of doing something to supply the 
country with the material for clothing. 
#Vt this time Mr. Clay Introduced a reso^ 
lution recommending that the members 
of the Legislature pledge themselves to 
wear only such clothing as was the prod 
uct of dome®tle manufacture. Tho 
avowed object was the epcouragment of 
home Industry- He argued that the 
country should be Industrially independ 
ent of any foreign Power, and that If hla 
resolution was carried out In spirit Ken 
tucky hemp would find an epdtiring and 
profitable market 

Humphrey Marshall was at th® time 
member of th# Legislature, and he bit 
terlv assailed the resolution, denouncing 
It as the claptrap of a demagogue. This 
aroused Clay, and led to a duel between 
the two rivals, both being wounded 
1M0 Mr Clay wae a member of the United 
States Senate, and found an opportunity 
to advance on a broader field his theory 
of the encouragement of home Industry. 
To a bill making appropriations for the 
purchase of munitions for the navy ho 
offered an amendment Instructing the Sec¬ 
retary of the Navy to give preference 
all purchases to the production of Amer¬ 
ican soil or American manufactures 
added that one of the reasons for the 
Introduction of this amendment wa* hi* 
desire to secure a sure and profitable 
market for Kentucky hemp. 

But a part of Clay’s argument will 
sound strange In these days. He was 
not in favor of making thla a manufac¬ 
turing country further than to render us 
Independent of foreign nations In time 
of war lie said; *T am In favor 
encouraging manufactures, not to the ex 
tent 'to which they are carried on 
Europe, but to such an extent ns will re 
deem us entirely from all dependence 
upon foreign countriee," urging that this 
wa* and would remain an agricultural 
country He did not forget hi* sacred 
Kentucky hemp In this speech, and de 
tailed the Increase In the cultivation of 
that article witnessed during the few 
previous years. He suggested two meth¬ 
od* of encouragement, one by the giving 
of bounties and the other by protective 
tariff duties, This wa* the beginning or 
Cloy’* protective leaning* in pomles 
which afterward developed until he be¬ 
came th* great advocate and defender of 
that doctrine This Is another example of 
how a local issue may grow until it be¬ 
comes one of national and International 
importance.

Their heads and hands an© employed 
through the daylight hours with healthful, 
tiring labor; they get three generous 
meals of nourishing food, and when they 
gr> to rest at night they find clean cells 
and beds, though narrow, with woven 
wire springs and cotton mattresses. Those 
^ comfortable cotton affaire have within the 
ymr replaced tho hard, old, lumpy ones 
of excelsior. 

Tho first convict with whom we talked 
was seated before a small dealt near the 
door of the prison greenhouse—a cheery 
place about tho six© of old-fashioned dou¬ 
ble parlors. Upon our approach he arose, 
doffed hi© cap and stood respectfully 
awaiting our Questions. 

We .ithrd the length of his sentence, 
and weir told “For life."

But to more thnr. offset th.c failure 
there are many tittanoe# ov men paroled 
by the State authorlUes who or* "rxdung 
good" In this w«rhi. These are often men 
raised from gutter-men who^o lire* 
have touched nothing decent—w no have 
believed lodge. Jury, aK society against 
them. They, hav© never, p^rbafx- known 
a trade. In pricer* they lean* one—they 
suddenly realise their iVJponMbil’.ty. their 
duty, and when they are paroled they 
make decent, law-abiding membets of so¬ 
ciety. 

In the broom ahop w© wars fascinated 
by tho rapidity with which the narrow 
worked. "Did you ever," the parson's 
wife asked, "see darmes work to equal 
this?"

Youteey and Jett. 

The oboe factory held us ^closely at¬ 
tentive. In tho offleo. at work on th© 
books. Henry Youtsoy. of Goebel murder 
fomo. sat. never turning upon us a glance 
from hlf unattractive, cloee-set eyes, 
although we stood for some time talk¬ 
ing to that "wild dog of the mountain*." 
Curt Jett, who was at work on a heeling 
machine a few feet before Youtsqy's desk. 

Jett had lost his left thumb In the ma¬ 
chine a few weeks before our visit, but 
worked steadily on as though he had ten 
good fingers while we talked. 

We were told that he was wellnlgh un¬ 
manageable during his first year of prison 
life-like a colt determined not to know 
the bridle. This hired assassin, the mur¬ 
derer of James B. Marcum and other men 
in those deadly Breathitt county feuds, 
rebelled with all the strength of his wtM 
nature against restraint. 

Then he "got religion." The hardness 
left his expression—the hatred died in h » 
heart. His whole nature seemed to soften 
and oxpund under the wholesome influence 
of Christianity. Now he Is one of the 
best prisoners at Frankfort. Without 
doubt Jett ts sincere In h!» protestations, 
bur we wonder. In looking at him when 
he tells us "you can’t play the hypocrite 
with God" and that whisky was his won't 
enemy and the penitentiary is his brat 
friends. If it isn't well that lie can stk-k 
so close to hi© "friend " We believe he 
hns centime prison religion—that Is. that 
he will be good as long as h© la protected 
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tame away with a confused picture in 
our minds of scraps of lace curtains fes¬ 
tooning the ceiling, of gayly-colored 
prints covering tho walls and of photo- 
graphs, china cups and saucers and tw!»t* 
of tobacco ornamenting the small tables’.

A quilting frame occupies 
on© corner and furnishes diversion tfor 
those who are disposed to avail them? 
selves of It) alter supper, for the womeri 
are not locked Into their celis as early 
as th* men. There are so many nien that 
If they were not secured before dark at¬ 
tempts Rt escape would he fieqtient. 
Bern© times one will hide during the day 
and keen the guards up half th© night 
looking tor hhn.* 

The m«n have two cellhouse©, "A" and 
"B." Cellhouse "A" was eroded in 17*7. 
It has 744 cells and Is now used by th© 
regio prisoners. Really a whole new 
block of cells te badl> needed here, but 
the expense would be so great it |© hard¬ 
ly hoped this can be secured soon. On© 
need, however. Is said to be imperattve. 
This Is new doors and modern locking 
devices. Tne drors and locks which hav© 
been In constant use for more than IN 
years are In such poor condition ' that 
the prisoners can pick their locks and 
their neighbors* with any small artict© 
such as a pencil, spoon or bit of wire. 
Only new doors and good lock©—for which 
the legislature mu*i make an appropria¬ 
tion-can les.wn the danger of revolt with 
all its attendant dangers.

Favor Prison Farm. 

The prison physician and the chaplain 
recommend « pepal farm. Here the pa¬ 
tients coUld have the fresh air. ©untight 
• nd moderate exercise with proper nour¬ 
ishment. which are known to be the 
greatest enemies of the disease. Buch a 
farm would ©non be Relf-suslatnfng and 
would supply meat and vegetables In suf¬ 
ficient quantities for both the Frankfort 
and the Rddyvllle penitentiaries. It l© 
urged Moreover, by removing the tuber¬ 
cular convict©, the officiate, guard" and 
physically sound among the prisoner© 
would not be eximecd ma they now are to 
this dreaded disease 

Our little party was much Interested In 
a large, new building now going up. hut 
xx e were not delighted with Its pjcstioii. 
Unfortunately, when the General Assem¬ 
bly makes on appropriation for a building 
It aim* decide* where that building i© to 
be located. This we believe to be a mis¬ 
take. for while, of course, th*» legislator* 
are wrll-me«ntng enough they cannot 
possibly be so well Informed concerning 
things pertaining to prison welfare as 
are the prison commissioners, whose bus¬ 
iness It Is to study these questions The 
result In the present case 1* that the new 
building Is not well placed, ft shut* off 
air from nearby ©hops and reduces the 
prisoner*’ recreation ground very mate- 
rially 

In thl* building, when completed, will 
bo located the dining room, kitchen and 
laundry. Better arrangements will then 
be made for the chapel, ns the present 
one is small and unattractive. As it Is 
near the cellhouse. It will be converted 
into a bathroom.

Th* Women’s Quarters. 


We found the women’s building en¬ 
tirely apart from the men’s, and old and 
dingy—^very unattrottlve. And the worn- 
en’ Oh. those women' It spettka well 
for Kentucky, however, that there were 
only forty-four of them and only two of 
trem white. 

They were all at work on leans cloth¬ 
ing. and we tarried but a brief space with 
them. We did peep Into their cells and 


As to drees, the women are neat In 
clean Indigo-blue calico attire. The men 
still xvear the striped suit, but In a few 
week*, -'when the new clothe* are fin* 
Ished--they will all bo dressed In gray. 
Then If a man Is reep jn stripes It wlH 
be known that H© hoe qecn returned to 
these for some Infraction of prison rules. 
The gys> suit, on the nthei hand, will 
be evidence tfiat he is "making good," 
and If he wears a luidgo of seme sort 
that will show he Is doing specially well. 

Indeed, many things ore done to en¬ 
courage the prisoners—to uplift them. 
They are told when they enter that for 
every month In which their record la 
good they will be given ©even day* oft 
their sentence Thus n man sentenced 
for a year can go free In nine month© If 
he behave*, so a sentence of two veara 
Is cut to eighteen month© for the good 
prisoners, who ore in the large majority. 

Bat unhappily there ere a small minori¬ 
ty who go to prison determined to make 
trouble for thi-maelv^s and everybody 
else; they succeed It )• for ©neb an 
these that punishment Is needed. 

In our little pnriy we doetd»d that we 
would choose any punishment, however 
trying if* the flesh rather than that on# 
so fearful to the spirit known as solitary 
confinement. 

The solitary confinement cell© are ©tx la 
number and are now used In place of tha 
old Insanitary dungeons, dirk and damp. 
These new*»r ceil* are white and clean, 
nnd are built adjoining evil house "B." al¬ 
though ther~cRn bo completely shut oft 
©o that not n sound night or day cah 
reach the confined prisoner Each cell 
has two door*, one of bur©, to which tha 
offender is liandcuffed through the dny, 

• nd one of wood fiver »lve*«* Is a tran¬ 
som. through which light and air pene¬ 
trate cm ihe floor is n rude pallet upon 
which tt»* Inprate may throw himself at 
ntghi end r**t—4f he con Usually a mi a 
has had enough of It In two or threa 
days, almoat always In eight or nine, end 
happily our convict© are not committed 
to solitary confinement f4r long periods, 
©«v thirty days, as they are In som# 
Slate© 

It la- not difficult to understand tha* la 
one of our largest State*, where the Is bo? 
unions lave fnrerd the I^eataUture tq 
take prison labor out, It hns been neces¬ 
sary to build an asylum for the criminal 
ln©an«* Without work—with only their 
evil thought© and riotof© passion© for 
conipnnlnn* -l© It a wonder that men let 
go*of sanity? 

Our visit over, we left the prison with 
a renewed consciousness of the eternal 
truth thtl w«» are otir brothers’ keeper* 

• nd that It is the duty of those or ua 
*'b.>*•»’ lots or© cast In Ifsppler places to 
address ourselves heartily when It I© 
possible to the reclamation of our crimi¬ 
nal classes 

Naturally It must take year* to hu¬ 
manise that which lias been brutalised, 
but it can be done! And It can be dona 
t*est. perhaps. In Kentucky If we famlltar- 
ixe onr*eive* with th© be*« reformatory 
methods in more progressive States and 
uo what we can to get like methods 
adopted In our i*enal institutions here. 
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FAMOUS EY ANMUAL FUSH-FIRY. :: 
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D EFINMTF.I.Y to plan a city*, fu- 
lure growth Instead of let- 
ling it develop a* the whim of 
Ihe individual real estate own¬ 
er. and chance, direct. Is something rel¬ 
atively new. But it is ©uch a common- 
eenre procedure that cities and towns 
everywhere are taking It up, not in the 
United Stales alone, but in England 
and Germany and France. tn thl* 
country something Jlke fifty cities have 
now had experts plan Ihetr future 
growth, nnd dozens more are agitating 
the subject; In England and Germany 
It bus b on mud* a national ©ffalr. 
regulated by the national lawk, tn rec¬ 
ognition of Its exceeding Importance 
to the welfare of the State. 

The mov ment la new in It* wide¬ 
spread application. There have l»e**n 
Isolated examples of It ever Alnce men 
begun to dream of cltlca beautiful. The 
beauty of Athens and itw port were 
consciously planned; Nero rebuilt 
Rome In a comprehensive way. th© 
spb nOor of Parts Is not the result or 
chance; the street* of Washington,were 
laid down on paper l»efore the wilder¬ 
ness was broken. But generally speak¬ 
ing. the cltfaa where business Is done, 
wlwre good* nr© made and sold, have 
been suffered until the last few year© 
to develop haphazardly with whnt de¬ 
lay* of traffic, cramping of buslne**, 
crowding of people, and phyalcal nnd 
consequent mental deterioration of hu¬ 
man labor, and Ions In Its « ITlclen*>» 
all men know. 

Doubt 1 t*h a re aeon fog this was an 
Idea that comprehensive city planning 
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would concern Itself only with the 
apectaculnr nspex ts of the city. There 
was a feeling thnt It might bo well 
enough for capital elite*, like Wash¬ 
ington; for great cities of pleasure, like 
Vienna and Paris; but that for cities 
which were m**ant. not to be looked at. 
but to do business In. It was likely to 
be an olxutt'u* t iun.il and visionary sort 
of thing. Then, gradually, as cities 
tncTtfcset) In number nnd In ©lie. os. 
with the gretit devfdopimnt of com¬ 
merce and Manufacturing, their high 
destiny came to be realised, a© th»*ir 
Internal development, in water supply, 
oewefug*. paving and lighting, cam- t<» 
bn more p»*ijex'ted. It wax seen that 
they ixrfr ilUo grant maihin-©. or vast 
organisms, m which til! th< part* wnre 
correlated av*d that to letter their 
luct, both In goods and In men. it 
was mceasary to think In large terms 
and look to the future. It is not, of 
rotirse. work that everybody can do. 
Along with respect for property rights 
there must he elimination of the per¬ 
sonal viewpoint, of Individual prejudice, 
of private Interpol© where these arc an¬ 
tagonistic to the public welfare, of 
privilege If It be against common jus¬ 
tice There te need of infinite tact, 
even of consecration; need of grent 
knowledge of municipal possibilities 
drawn from a wide personal observa¬ 
tion; and above all the rapacity to com¬ 
prehend the community a* a whole, 
get at Its personality for cities have 
thl* quality, and to love It. so that 
it shall not be simply an abstraction. 
He who studtes a city to plan It* fu¬ 
ture Is dealing with fundamentals. 
Before him 1© a great, living organ¬ 
ism. His study Is to better Its frame¬ 
work, or skeleton, of street© and ave¬ 


nue*; It* lungs of parks; its arms of 
transportation system, by which It 
reaches tha-outside world, the hands 
with which It labors. Us heart of civic 
a^nt^r. the g^n^riil physical condition 
that reacts upon Its mind and spirit. 
There are nn1> .» few men. perhaps In 
this country a half doxen. who have 
tak*n up thla work. They are greatly 
In drmac.d. They labor In all oUtea. 
except their own They cannot work 
there, where personal* Interest might 

Business men are taking up nnd now 
pushing along as never before the 
movement to secure the planning of 
elites and town*. They rexlixe that It 
ts -clrntlflc not onl> In the goal for 
which It strives, which la the best pos¬ 
sible adjustment of a ^Ity to the work 
It has to do, but In Us perfectly sane 
method of trying to secure that adjust¬ 
ment. Iri does not seriously concern 
Itself* with purely Ideal conceptions. 
Trior to any suggestion there l* earnest 
conolderntlon of the local contour lines, 
of the presqnt slreet plan, and of value 
of property. Th*r© I* study of the 
topography, of the xv© ter way a, of the 
character nf the tributary country, of 
th© nut ura I men wry of the environs, of 
the present railroad facilities. Th* 
problem 1* how be*t tn tit thut particu¬ 
lar city In that particular place to the 
special work which that city may do— 
iiiun-building, physically, mentally and 
morally. Instead of man-destroying, br¬ 
ing Interpreted as one phase of the 
city’s work. Because of this depend¬ 
ence on locoJ conditions, the city-plan 
problem In no two communities I* the 
name. 

The nttttud* of th© hurtness com¬ 
munity toward this movement Is a rec¬ 


ognition i hat mer ly to Improve 
oue’ii office system and sale© de¬ 
partment, to get better machine*, 
to drum up new* lrid»* nnd try 
to hold It as well a© the old. doe© 
not comprise all ihe (Missibte breadth 
of successful business nnd Industry; 
and that It fall© far abort of compris¬ 
ing th© whole of life. Busin**© acumen 
reoognix©* l hat to increase the ef¬ 
ficiency of labor by bettering the em¬ 
ploye’s physical and soda! condition— 
for the true problem i© not one of hous¬ 
ing only, but of home-bulldlng. that to 
facilitate the ready movement of mer¬ 
chandise within and without th© city: 
that to Increase th© field of sales by so 
adding to th© community’s attractlv©- 
nens that It shall grow Jn population. Is 
wise. Unmmon s*»ns©Hperceiv©s that 
truly to beautify one’s tiome. one can¬ 
not limit one’s self to the narrow lot 
on which is the hou»© m which one 
sleeps, sine© one reallv Uvea not In the 
house alone, hut In th© town. So are 
joining In the movement all conditions 
of men and women, and those nt first 
most doubtful of It nr© now Its stanch¬ 
est champions. And because for stiv¬ 
ers* there is required a widespread co¬ 
operation. the very making of th»* plans 
results In a grow th of civic pride and 
dvlc spirit. These are one of the first, 
but mdooked-for, product* of city 
planning; and athwart the lengthening 
history of the moAment gleam. In In¬ 
creasingly count Iras number©, shining 
Instances of public spirit and per* 011 ®* 
se.lf-sacrifice. It has come to pn*s that 
they who reveal a city’s Improvement 
possibilities, reveal also a people to 
themi»©lv©*.

on the Illinois River, k**p© 
"open house," when hospitality 
I© diipensed with a generous 
hand- Because of It the llttla Illinois 
town ha* acquired n.«1onal fame, any* 
the Kansa* City Rtar It’s annual fish 
fry Is a© much an Instltuticfi as Its 
courthouse, school© and churches. The 
people wouldn't do without it. Fertile 
to wit boomers have lost much sleep In 
(linking up scheme© which, though 
thoroughly successful, ©re hardly worth 
comparing with Beartteiown’© "fish fry" 
a* an Inducement to the public to come 
out and be sociable. 

Way back yonder, when the town was 
hardly on the map, somoboty saJd: 
"What w* want is to make all our 
country cousins com© In and see us. 
and to do that we mu*t feed them." 

The merchant© agreed that those 
were th© vrords of wisdom, so "water¬ 
melon day" was inaugurated In Beards, 
town-on-tho-Illinois. A stock of fine. 
Juicy melons, enough to fill a big store, 
was purchased and deposited In th© 
park for free distribution. The coun¬ 
try cousins came, but not so plentifully 
as had been hoped. They had water¬ 
melons at home. Then th© by-law* 
were amended so as to have the count 
Cryatda turn out on "Swcer Potato 


Day." T^irna*'©# were put up tn th© 
park and enough potatoes baked, roast¬ 
ed., boiled end fried to f'-ed thousands 
Brill It didn’t work. The ck>-dad> and 
th© merchants met and thought It m er. 
They knew If they could only hit on 
the right thing th© crowd would com* . 
Fomo proposed fried apples, pork and 
hcana. Johnnycak© and molasses, corn 
dodger and blackberry Jam—all the-se 
delicacies wore solemnly discussed. 

Then a farmer gv*t up and made a 
little speech 

"If tUs the farmers you want, you 
can’t toll >m In by fcedin’ ’em wha! 
they’ve alrawdy g# You must give 
'em aomethfng they don’t rate© down 

home." 

"Whnt’a ttmt?" a merchant asked 

"You got It right down here In th© 
river--fish " 

It wa* funny the townspeople hod not 
thought first of the on* thing tha? was 
the closest and tno*t plentiful. Pcrhope 
R ?as because they had become used 
to she ng so much fish rblpped out from 
Benrdidown -that It was a common 
thing. They didn’t real!*© how eagerly 
people off the atreuifi* loved to get a 
piece of fresh fish. wdll cooked So one 
day In August, nearly eighteen year* 
apt. Beardetown had Its first fish fry. 
and it was a tremendous success from 
the start It hit the spot. Not only did 
the scheme advert!®© Beardstown far 
and wtdo a* one of the biggest mid* 


onir n©nt fteh markets, hut th© mer¬ 
chant* did an Immense business on the 
day of the fleh fry. The fish and bread 
were free, but when a man take© th© 
wHf© m>1 girl* to a free blowv*©t he 
thinks he cun afford to Indulge them 
with a few dollar* for ribbon* and 
things that argn’t free 

The merchant.* have f *un 1 the money 
©rent for 3.000 pound* of buffalo, boss, 
cat and crapp!© and 3.00<i loaves of 
bread l» tho hert investment they make 
during th© y+mr 

The Interest In th© fl*h fry has grown 
with the years, tt was estimated that 
at the last one. tn August. 1908. from 
jo.ooo in 80,000 p>v»pb* attended li. It 
ha* become a great place of meeting, 
old acquaintances mr© renewed, busi¬ 
ness trade# nuide. candidate* electioneer 
nnd farmers dlectios methods of pro¬ 
ducing. it Is lovers’ day for the young 
folks, and a sort of family raunteti for 
the older ones. The event has fur out¬ 
stripped the expects lions of its pro¬ 
prietors. It lui* given Beard stow n a 
reputation thut la worth dollars all the 
year ’round. Even the Illinois River 
ho» acquired glory through th" 
Beardstown fish fry. But for that 
many people wouldn't know that it 
produced the largest and finest flab 
that can be found In Western waters. 

On one side of the park a place la 
fenced off for the cooking In thla 
fenced Inclosurc are four long oven© 
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and a wide shelf, on which the fish, 
fresh from the river, are laid. The fry¬ 
ing of th" fish begin© at 1 o'clock in 
the morning and contihues steadily 
until 11a. jn.. when a gong summons 
H th* throng t<» the frr*- banquet. Each 
person is handed a small wnnden dish, 
on which Is placed a large-piece of fish 
end several ©lice# of bread. A' regular 
"bread line" 1* formed which pass-m 
between the cooking Indosure nnd a 
panel of fencing. The policemen stand 
at the entrance to maintain order** It 
generally take* fotir or five hour* for 
Ihe line to pass through, and It goas in 
a hurry. 

One thing about such an <y*caa!pii 
would look odd to Missourim* thera 
ar* no negroe* about the fish fry in 
any capacity, not because there's a 
prejudice against the race, but l>e- 
rause no negroep five there. A n*gro It 
n greater curiosity in Beardstown than 
nn Indian would be in Missouri. 

There’s n w.»gon bridge a< ross the 
riv«*r, connex'tlng Rchtty1 r nnd teas* 
count lea. nnd from 4 o'clock th© even¬ 
ing before until 11 o'clock on the day 
of the fish fry thefe Is never a moment 
when there Isn’t a wagon crossing tho 
bridge. Sometime* there's a regular 
Jam. As BeardstowTi collects a toll of 
twenty-five cents for each vchk*.l® 
crossing th© bridge, the fi^Ji fry Is a 
pretty good Institution to help uut tho 
revenuo

The Crow boy* ar© also fond of prac¬ 
ticing throwing the hatchet or th© knife 
at a tree, trying to see who can throw 
th© farthest and make th© knife or 
hatchet stick In th© tree the oftenest. 

Almost as soon as h© can walk th© 
Utiie Crow’ boy begin* to practice with 
th© bow and arrow. He uses blunt¬ 
headed arrow* at first, but when he 
gets to b© a Ng boy they give him 
arrotrs with sharp heads of Iron or 
■teeL 

He carrie* these In a quiver and 
takes out a handful at a time to shoot 
from the bowstring. Hardly doe* on© 
arrow leave th© bow before another Is 
In it* ptaoe. An officer who saw much 
»«*vio© among th© Wyoming Indian* 
Mays that they can discharge arrow* 
more rapidly than shots can be flre< 
from a revolver. ) 

Some of th© bow** which th© Mg 
boys ami young men havo are from 
thirty -tw'o to forty inches long, and 
will send an arrow througn a two-inch 
plank.

Crow Indian boys ar© beginning to

S EOUL, April 16.—I have Just re¬ 
turned from* an audience with 
hi* Imperial majesty Yt Qhok. 
tho Emperor of Koro© . was 
heOd In tho East Palace, on© vt’tiho four 
great establishment whlofri hi* majesty 
own* In and about Seoul, and as we 
talked I omiid hear tho hammers of the 
carpenters who are ’building a groat 
audience hall near by for the receptions 
of the future. My mooting with the 
Emperor had boon arranged by 
Viscount Son a, the anting Japanese 
reel dent general, at the suggestion of 
Prince Ito, of whom I had requested 
this audience when I met him at hi* 
Toklo some months ago. Th® 

► of Korea is nrov under the ab¬ 
solute control of the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment. Prince Ito is hi* adviser and 
the country is ruled by Japan. with hi* 
majesty a* the nominal head 
If blue blood means anything Yl Chok 
ought to hr one of tho strongest mon¬ 
arch* on earth. There la no doubt but 
that he la the weakest. Nevertheless 
his veins or© streak*^ with a cerulean 
fluid which began It* royal flow a hun¬ 
dred years before Columbus discovered 
America. Many generations before 
Shakespeare was bom, a hundred years 
before the first Bibio was printed and 
200 years before Luther starred up Ger¬ 
many with Ms preaching tho arvre*Co rn 
of this young man sat upon the impe¬ 
rial throne and governed their millions 
of cream-faced, almond-eyed subjects. 
Yl Chok is the thirty-first ruler of the 
present dynasty, which began to r©‘gn 
in 1392. His father was Yi Hung, tho 
man whom tho Japanese forced to alKit- 
cat e in July, 1907. and hi* mother wa* 
tho famous queen whom the Japanese 
■ Wkqsn inatedshortly after the close of 
their war with China. 

The King and Queen were >oim what 
related to each other! and Yl Chok Is 
the offspring cr the intermarriages of 
many cousin* <• : “ .g the*© past gen¬ 
erations. He w into life a weak¬ 
ling. rAentally ard physically. One of 
our ^ariy ministers to Korea, writing 
to our Spite Department concerning tils 
audience* with the man's father, mon¬ 
lions In & footnote having seen tho 
Crown Prince. “When the state paper 
was printed a footnote, which was in¬ 
tended only for Lh© Secretary's eye, 
was a rid-d to the bottom of tho mes¬ 
sage. H stated that the Crown Prince 
wc* weak mentally, and that, Mn the 
opinion of the minister this was r\n 
. evidence of the evil effect* of the in¬ 
termarriage of near relatives. 

His majesty's father lias neveT been 
noted for strength of character, and 
he has evidently Inherited nothing from 
his mother, who belonged to the Min 
family, and was one of the most force¬ 
ful women •ever connected with <ui 
Asiatic throne. 

Thf- weakness of the Emperor's mind 
hat long been a matter of remark 
a/r.ong both Koreans and foreigners. 
He has little more Intellect than a 
baity, although, it is said, his Mind ho* 
brightened since he was chosen Emper¬ 
or, now only n little more than at year 
ng* He is a man of no education to 
Speak of. and his life In the palace, 
where he has been surrounded by 
eunuchs and the vicious servams of a 
depraved court, ho* not been conducive 
to mental growth. His first wife was 
only 12 years of age when she married 
him. and the present Empress is on-iy 
a few years older. 

• • • 

Selecting His Wife. 

At the time of his lost marriage ho 
was Crown Prince, and when a wife 
was sought for him. according to a cus¬ 
tom. n notice was sent out to ull the 
nobility of tho empire that they must 
suspend giving their daughters in mar 
rluge until the Emperor's son had se¬ 
lected a wife. Coupled with this was 
an order for all who had eligible daugh* 
ers to *end in applications, describing 
tho maidens and showing what they 
hnd®r, offer. 

AT first only fifteen of tho noble fom- 
lies responded, and this. I am told, was 
on account of the weak mind of tho 
Crown Prince and his apparent unfit¬ 
ness to manage a household. Then the 
Government officials sent out a second 
order urging more applications. In re¬ 
ply to this fifty wer»» sunt in. and from 
these the old Emperor picked out thir¬ 
ty The girls represented by them wer© 
directed to com* to tho palace, and In 
due time they appeared In great state 
Each waa borne In a gorgeous dosed 
chair, consisting of a box. about three 
feet square and no; mors than that 
high.

I recollect well when celery wax a 
rare delicacy even on the tablet of well- 
to-do people. Now It is*a dally visitor 
to the dinner tables of all who wish to 
have it. It ehduld have a prominent 
place in our springtime menu. Ae a 
nervine It Is of high value upon tho 
dietary of those who have made nature e 
“simples’* a study. Women—also chil¬ 
dren—who have grown "unaccountably** 
(?) cross and sleepless after the winter's 
double term of schooling should be en¬ 
couraged to eat freely of celory. A tea 
made of the roots and outer leaves, and 
sw©©t©n©d to taste, will net gratefully 
aipon thoee troubled with Insomnia. 
Celery is likewise beneficial to sufferers 
from .nervous dyspepsia, gout and rheu¬ 
matism. 

Every bit of the bunch for which you 
pay 25 cent# mey be utlilied The

Lettuce has cooling and soporific vir¬ 
tues. Seasoned ss a salad and eaten 
with brown bread and butter. It acta 
directly upon the blood bested by 
“spring fevor," and when dipped Into 
mayonnaise and laid between thin slices 
of buttered brown or white bread forma 
a delicious and wholesome sandwich. 

The coarser outer leave# may go into 
the compoeltton of the delicate and 
toothsome cream of lettuce soup that 
should be better known to our average 
housemother. “We** utilise the Inferior 
qualities of lettuce by cooking them as 
we would spinach. This makes a popu¬ 
lar and seasonable variety In spring 
dinners 

flplnarh take# rank with dietitians 
among the most valuable of our escu¬ 
lents. It Is a gentle purgative to the 
blood, clearing out the febrile deposits 
of the winter's rluggl-hr.es* and Intro¬ 
ducing new and vital elements. It Im¬ 
proves the complexion. I remark Inci¬ 
dentally. and containing, ae It does. Iron 
and salts of potassium, stimulates the 
Jaded appetite. It is prepared for the 
table by boiling In a double kettle, add¬ 
ing no water except that which clings 
to tho leaves after washing. When 
leader It Is drained of tho Juices that 
would make It too watery, chopped fin© 
ond seasoned with butter, pepper and 
salt, a good teaspoonful of sugar, a dash 
of nulm^g. and at the last with a few 
spoonful# of cream beaten well into the 
mass. 

A MEDICINE 

Rhubarb, alias pie plant. Is a. good 
second to spinach In the work of mak¬ 
ing over the system for the romlng sea¬ 
son by ridding It of the accretions and 
secretions of the winter that clog blood 


end brain like the stagnant residuum of 
a freshet that has converted the banks 
and meadows of the stream Into breed¬ 
ing place# of miasms. Scrape the stalks 
of tho plant; cut Into short lengths and 
put over the Are In a double boiler, 
with no water In the Inner vessel. As 
with spinach, the generous Juices of 
the ataJks will supply all the needed 
moisture. Do not sweeten until It has 
boiled tender. Take, then, from the Are, 
add plenty of sugar while the rhubarb 
la hot. and g#T aside'to coot; tn cook 
the sugar In th© vegetable Is to convert 
It Into a preserve. Injuring the flAvor 
and lessening the beneficial effect of the 
fresh esculent. Th© specific action of 
rhubarb la upon the blood and kidneys. 

It le highly recommended to persona 
suffering from an excess of uric add 
In the system. 

“A NEW BROOM” 

Toung onions are many degrees higher 
In tho social scale of the vegetable trib# 
than the full-grown, highly flavored 
eider of the same name. We have them 
gathered from our country cold frameil 
as toon *as they are as large as th© end 
of a man's thumb. As dear Charles 
Lamb ©ays of hla suckling pig on the 
spit: “He !• a weakling; he Is a 
flower.** The baby onion should be han¬ 
dled as tenderly Bofi It In two waters, 
drain butter and smother affectionate¬ 
ly with a cream sauce.. Elsewhere I 
havo written: “For bilious complex¬ 
ions. Influents. Insomnia and muddy 
complexions the value of the onion as 
a steady diet can hardly be overrated.’* 

Asparagus Is another fine standby 
these early spring days, being a gentle 
sudorific, hence an accessory In the busi¬ 
ness of Improving the skin and Inciting 
the escapo of bilious snd feverish hu¬ 
mors. 
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Tomatoes, cooked and raw, should, la 
tty* advance of dletotle knowledge, have 
driven the otd-fashloncd and always 
dangerous mineral drug out of the field 
of domestic practice^ The fruit-vegeta¬ 
ble contains a vegetable calomel that 
does the work of the drUg. with none*of 
the risks attendant upon the us# of the 
older blood and stomach purifier which 
practitioner# of the ancient school of 
healing leaned upon with all the weight 
gathered from tradition and faith. My 
memory runs back to tho time when “a 
cours© 0 f calomel" was part of the 
spring cleansing. Sometimes It wu* re¬ 
garded a* especially beneficial ff suc¬ 
ceeded by ‘'salivation." Thai diabolical

Linen abodes will launder protttly If 
carefully wajihed and then panned 
through a thin boiled starch and Ironed 
while just damp. Shades only slightly 
soiled may b© token from the rollers, 
turned upside down and tacked on 
again so th® lop is at ths bottom. 
Then th® hem should be cut off and 
a new on® mode. 

Lao® window curtains will be better 
If sent to a cleaner unless on* has cur¬ 
tain stretchers, In which cos'* they may 
be easily I iundered at horn©. 

In cleaning any kind of wash cur¬ 
tains that have been in'use all wlntar, 
they must first b« hung in the air and 
then thoroughly brushed, using a me¬ 
dium stiff whisk broom. 

Thl* will romov© all th<* dust and 
thus make the washing easier. 

They should th©n he laid in a tub of 
hot suds .tnd soused up and down until 
th© grim# Is removed, then rinsed in 
warm water, afterward in cold, and 
then In slightly blued wat*r. 

Before drying they should be put 
through boiling starch and then ptnnM 
to tho frames. Unless the curtains ar® 
to go up again at once It Is better to 
defer the starching until they are warn¬ 
ed. as starch often rots certain fabrics. 

Loco curtains require no ironing 
Dotted Swt*s. net. etc., that is either 
while or cream color, may be washed 
according to th® process for lace cur¬ 
tains, but should bo dried before iron¬ 
ing. 

A thinner afarch than that used for 
lac© curtaJna should be employed. 
When oult® dry the curtains should 
bo sprinkled and rolled tightly until th® 
following morning, when they may be 
ironed Clean—very clean—hot irons 
are a heceselty: and so U Ironing wax. 
though if a llttl© borax ha.*» been used 
In the starch there will be lea® danger 
of th® Irons sticking The frilU are 
Ironed first if there are any. and then 
the body of the curtain. For th© Int- 
ter the Iron muut go across th® width. 

Cream madras curtain® should bo 
washed and dried, then thoroughly 
shaken, using Just a warm Iron if con¬ 
sidered necessary. This fabric it never 
starched. 

Colored cross stripe curtains. If 
washed for the first time, should be 
soaked In xalt and water to s©t the 
shade, .then washed In warm soap sudr, 
rinsed thoroughly in clear water and 
hung in the shod® to dry* Pro®® with 
a cool Iron or shake and Iron only thff 
edges. All cross stripe curtains ore 
©aay to launder and can be done much 
better at home than at a laundry- 
Colored ret curtain® must be care¬ 
fully handled, especially th® dark red 
and dark green varieties. The wash¬ 
ing should be finished quickly, and 
must be in warm suds, a linking In 
clear water to follow Just before the 
hanging*, are put in the air to dry. 
Thee® fish nets are so open in mesh 
that they dry quickly, so all that is 
necessary is to pull them Into shape, 
for ironing Is apt to leave an unde¬ 
sirable glOB®

If. how¬ 
ever. it is desired to change from on# • 
tint to another, a preparation can be 
bought that will discharge the old color 
so it will take the new one without 
streaks. 

For tinting curtains, cream, ecru, etc., 
many persons use liquid tea and c offee. 
This is good, but after such a process 
curtains are apt to become streaky If 
hung nt sunny windows, and so the 
last state becomes worse than the first. 
There Is a cold water dye that. I be¬ 
lieve, is good for this purpose. It con 
be used In the rinsing water. 

Colored waphabl© pillow* covers re¬ 
quire close attention, and should not 
b© included In the g*neral house laun¬ 
dry work. If washed for the first time 
tlvv may he placed first In bran water. 
This solution is harmless, and good for 
all colors There are some agents that 
answer only for certain colors. A« the 
usual fabrics for sofa pillows arc apt 
to V>e in a variety of shades, cretonne, 
English chints. etc., I mention bran a® 
the safeat. 

After steeping In bran water, tho 
cover® may I*© wqshod in the usual way 
and dried quickly. If inclined to fade. 
Ihev may be rolled In a dry doth, and 
while damp must be ironed dry. As a 
nil©, staroh Is pot required In launder¬ 
ing t ibrlcs of tlile d<*: . r«pM©n. 

It is well to remember not to use 
Irons too hot on delicate colore, and to 
pres* them on the wrong side whenever 
practicable.

ONE A GRADUATE OF YALE. 


Washington, May 8.—President Taft 
to-day sou led three Federal Judgeship 
content* by ©ending to the Senate the 
nominations of William L Grubb a« 
Judge of tho northern diatriot of Ala¬ 
bama. George Dnnworth for the west¬ 
ern district of Washington, and Charles 
A Wilhtrd aa District Judge in Minne¬ 
sota. 

Two of ythe judgfthlp appointments 
announced to-day were made personal¬ 
ly by the President, tho appointees be¬ 
ing his elozo personal friends for many 
years. Mr. Grubb, of Birmingham, 
was formerly a modem of Cincinnati, 
a Vale graduate with high hononj In 
the class of 1883 and a room-mate of 
the President's youngest brother. Hor¬ 
ace D. Taft, for four years at tho New 
Haven University. Mr. Willard served 
for several years as a Justice of the 
Supremo Court Jn tho Philippine Ia- 
lands. 

Judge Grubb succeeds Judge Hund¬ 
ley, who was twice named for the place 
but fulled of confirmation by the Sen¬ 
ate and resigned. After leaving Yale. 
Mr. Grubb graduated from the Cincin¬ 
nati Law School, and then settled at 
Birmingham, where he Is a member of 
one of the loading law firms. He is 
dlKtaiktly related to President Harrt 
son’s family.

On thle beau¬ 
tiful course, the moat famous on the 
Western hemisphere, a track on which 
Artstldee galloped to victory in 1876 and 
on which Mollle McCarty and Ten Brock 
fought their famous duel on July 4. 1*7*> 
elx races were run yesterday ami on each 
occasion the thousands of spectators In 
stand, clubhouse, lawn and step# saw* a 
record shattered, several of which had 
stood for years and at least one of which 
was famous. 

Whlla the time made in the races ye# 
terday does not break any world'# rec¬ 
ords. the fact that six track records were 
lowered in succession on an established 
racecourse complete# a performance that 
has never before been equaled In the 
annals of racing In this or any other 
•ountry where the thoroughbred home I# 
loved for whet ha la. one of man's beet 
and truest friend# Yesterday was a very 
fitting day for this remarkable thing to 
happen It was the day on which the 
Clark Handicap was run. 

This race was named after Col. M 
Lewis Clark, who founded the Louisville 
jockey Club In 1874 and who. for many 
years, was Its chief patron, presiding 
judge and responsible for the establish¬ 
ment, the promotion and the maintenance 
of Ita famous fixtures In 1873 Col. Clark, 
who loved the horse for what he really la. 


went abroad and learned from the Eng¬ 
lish people why they ran their Derby and 
their Oaks He came back and while he 
did not make an exact copy of the con¬ 
ditions in these two moat famous races 
In the world he patterned after them suf¬ 
ficiently to mak« their many renewals 
put Louisville and Kentucky in the lime 
light of turf history. Formerly the Cla»k 
Stake# wm a sort of aftermath of the 
Kentucky Derby, but after Col. Clark’s 
death the name was changed, as well ae 
the distance, in order to suit the require, 
ments and since then It has been called 
the Clark Handicap, a race at a mile aud 
a sixteenth.

And to It was that on the anniversary 
of this historical race six horses won 
six races yesterday afternoon and on each 
occasion the winner In all these events 
made the fastest time ever recorded over 
beautiful Churchill Downs, a feat that 
was never before even approached on any 
racetrack since racing t*egan, more than 
one hundred and fifty years ago Here

By far th© most Important step ever 
taken to ascertain whether the automo¬ 
bile has been unjustly maligned or not as 
an annihilates of good roads was taken 
last week at the executive committee 
meeting of the American Automobile As¬ 
sociation. held at national headquarters. 
New York. Co-operating with the IJnitsd 
States office of public roads and all of the 
automobile trad© and manufacturing 
oodles the American Automobile Associa¬ 
tion has decided to hold early this sea¬ 
son. probably In June, a series of severe 
tests to determine, first. Just what dam¬ 
age the automobile dors to the road sur¬ 
face, and, second, wliat will be the best 
measures In road building to adopt so as 
to prevent the breaking up Of the road 
surface from constant automobile tnwiic. 

Bo much has been said In th© past re¬ 
garding the destructive effects of motor 
cars upon th© highway and so divers© are 
tho efforts that have been taken not only 
to prevent damage, but through various 
legislative acta to Impose unnecessary 
iutnlshlpa upon the owners of motor ve¬ 
hicles in taxing or otherwise requiring 
them to pay for highway maintenance, 
that many of the leading automohfUsts of 
the country have been considering for 
nomo time th© advisability of conducting 
some authoritative tests. 

By invitation of the committee Logan 
Waller Page, director of the United 
States Office of Public Roads In the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, was present at 
th© meeting Und'T his auspices there 
were conducted u few days ago soin - ten 
latlvc tests of this character on a special 
road near Washington over which the 
War Department has practical control So 
successful were these testa that it was 
determine to carry them out on more 
ambitious scales In th© near future. 

"Th«* object of the coming tests, said 
Mr Pag© "la to get at facts. So many 
theories have been advanced regarding 
th© causes of rood damuge by motor cars 
and th© best preparation# to preserve 
thew© road* that it is high time to ascer¬ 
tain the real truth of tno situation At 
there teats all of the State Highway 
Commission* will be Invited in addition 
to the County and local Highway com¬ 
missioners where the t©*ts are held. An 
©xhntisdv© report will then be mad© 
which wilt be sent to all of the leglsla^ 
live bod!©* throughout the country and 
others Interested in the good roads ques¬ 
tion." . . . 

It is believed that th© results of ih«*« 
testa will demonstrate several conclusive 
facts which may be used to advantage by 
State Legislature* so that future auto¬ 
mobile legislation may be based on some 
uniform system After discussing 
matter thoroughly the executive commit- 
te© adopted a resolution authorizing the*© 
good roods tests and referring the entire 
matter to the good roads tmard. of which 
George C. Diehl, of buffolo. is chairman. 
H© was Instructed to appoint a committee 
to take charge of nil details If satDfa<- 
tory roads can be found in th© vicinity 
of New York the tests wlU be held there 
and a tour of inspection fur the purpos* 
was mud© by George C. Diehl. President 
I^ewls R. Sp*are. of Boston; Public Roads 
I>ire©tor Page. John M Bruce and Secre¬ 
tary F. 1L Elliott. The committee will 
meet again to determine th© location. If 
no satisfactory roads near Now* York ar© 
found th© test will it© held In Washington 
on mads under the Jurisdiction of tho 
War Department. 

In the tentative specification* drown up 
for these Tt-*ts It was agreed that there 
should be two stretches of macadam road 
In good condition, one about three miles 
long, practically level and with as few 
curves as possible, while the oilier should 
b© a rmul of a similar character about 
one mile long with a grade of about 6 
per cent. Twelve automobiles will bo 
used, four »>©lng light high speed cars, 
preferably stripped for racing, four tour¬ 
ing cars and four heavy llmousln© cars. 
One of ench tvp© should be ©quipped re¬ 
spectively with smooth rubber tires, cor¬ 
rugated rubber tlr©*. metal studded tires 
and skidding chains. 

In Uie opinion of the committee the 
trial should be made ns follows: On a 
straight, level course, two nules from th© 
start, four hundred yards should b© meas¬ 
ured off and an apparatus of the most 
delicate type nt ranged for measuring the 
speed over this 400-vard stretch. At the 
beginning of these DO yards four high* 
speed cameras will be stationed to take 
right angle pictures. A second station 
will be placed 100 feet further on snd a 
third station at feet. The cars will 
go over this DO yard section nt speeds of 
five. ten. fifteen, twenty, twenty-five and 
thirty n.*|e* per hour nnd In regular In¬ 
crements of five miles Increased until the 
maximum speeds are obtained. On th© 
(i per cent, grade the cars will go up th* 
grad© at maximum speeds and dn«*n n 
grade ot approximately the same speed 
coasting. 

In addition to Ihese tests over the reg¬ 
ular high wavs It Is also proposed to hold 
a test over a road especially prepared, the 
surface being bound by asphalt or other 
dust less prepr ration.

"The place even now Is more than half 
finished The entire fence Is up, one of 
the turns Is almost completed, and work 
has been started on tho three grand¬

R cople. In addition there will l*> twenly- 
v« private stands, ©ach ©rating forty 
people, for those clubs or individuals who 
pr©fer to have a stand by themselves.

Th© course will bo 
two and one-half miles around, with an 
Inside course of two and one-hoJf mile*, 
making a five-mile speedway when 
needed. 

"The great advantage of tho new place 
at Indlanapotta Is that the car# can be 
seen at all times except for a fraction of 
a minute when they are passing a clump 
of woods at the upper end At all other 
times, even without glasses, the contest¬ 
ant* will be In full view of the big *tnDds. 
which Is going to add a great deal to th© 
spectacular part of motor racing.

Generalship and Team Play 
by Men Alter League 
Flag a 


FANS RARELY UNDERSTAND IT. 


Every Fielder Seems To Know To An 
Inch Almost How To Play 
For a Batter. 


FINE POINTS OF THE GAME. 


B ASEBALL has made such ad¬ 
vances scientifically and the gen¬ 
eralship and team work have be¬ 
come so Involved and complicated 
that even a lover of th# game rarely un¬ 
derstands the fine points or knows how 
or why a play is mad®. 

Every catcher and pitcher In the big 
leagues knows to an Inch how far each 
base runner may leave any base and get 
back safely, says an Eastern weekly. A 
catcher will throw to catch Miller Hug¬ 
gins. of Cincinnati, for Instance, when hu 
leaves first base over twelve feet, while 
he will let Fred Clarke, of Pittsburg, take 
sixteen, even eighteen feot. without mak¬ 
ing a throw with Intent to catch him. 
If he throws It Is to drive Ctarke back 
and keep him from getting too great a 
start. 

Every Inflelder at least knows Just how 
certain men will make a play and turn 
their play accordingly. For instance, with 
Wagner on first and Tommy Leach on 
third every catcher In the National 
League throws to third If Pittsburg at¬ 
tempts a double steal, because It Is a 
well-known fact that Leach, In o$her re¬ 
spects a good base runner, will "come 
tiirough wuii the play." 

That is. If th® catctMr makes a motion 
as if to throw to second has® and then 
“whips It to third" Leach will make a 
fa iso start for the plate and be caught. 
In the last season Chicago defeated Pitts¬ 
burg three time* because, with either 
Wagner or Clarke on first. Leach was 
caught off third. 

Each man must know whether Donlln 
"pulls'* a fast ball or not. whether or 
not he hits a curve to left. He must 
know that Fred Clarke Is the only left 
handed batter tn ~«ie game who can hit 
a left-handed pitcher's curve ball hard— 
and a thousand other points of similar 
nature. 

Take the world # champion Chicago 
Cubs In a game last year. Mike Donlln, 
of New York, Is coming to bat. Observe 
the kaleidoscopic movement on th® field 
Chance suddenly drops back ten feet 
and takes a step nearer the flryt has® bn®. 
Evers edges twelve feet toward find bu*e 
and goes ten feet farther back, playing 
deep. 

Schulte retreats twenty-flv# feet or mors 
toward the stands and move# nearer the 
foul line. Bhcckard, in lef: flelt. trot# 
forty feet closer to the diamond and an¬ 
gles toward center field, while little Slagle 
■wings from center over into right. Tink¬ 
er is playing down within ten feet of 
second base. 

Brown is pitching and any one In th® 
stands who knows the team well enough 
knows that Kling has signaled Brown to 
pitch a fast ball w*alst nigh and on th® 
inside corner of the plat®, and that if 
tn® ball ts pitched as ordered the ©hano©i 
are 50 to 1 or more that Donlio will pull 
It haid toward right field. 

Crack! Th® ball 1* driven fiercely down 
the first ba#® line. Chance dives over. 
Ecoopa it. Brown races to first base, the 
ball Is tossed to him, the umpire yells 
"Out!" and th® crowd says "Tough luck; 
he pickled that, and Chance Just happened 
to be there." 

Now watch the same team, the same 
season, when Pflester. a left-hander, 
pitches to Donlln Kling tlgnaJs Pflester 
to pitch a curve. Instantly th® entire t-am 
swings toward left field. Slagle drop* 
far back In left center, while Sheckard 
"covers up.” Stelnfeldt and Tinker both 
move back, ready for a dash forward at 
Dunlin's first motion to bunt. 

They know If he lilts fhe curve the ball 
Is going toward left or center. A mo¬ 
ment later Kling signal® Pflester for a 
faj*t ball The whole t®am swings rapidly 
In the other direction—and so for every 
man on the team—every man except Hans 
Wagner, and for him they play d©*p and 
trust to lurk, for he !s likely to hit any¬ 
thing pitched and In any direction. 

Do you remember the now famous gam® 
between the Ntw York and Chicago teams 
last fall when the season ©nded with th® 
team* tied and they played off on® gam® 
at the Polo ground* to decide the cham¬ 
pionship of the National League? Who 
jost that game? It was Cy Seymour, but 
p©rhap* not a dosen of the SD.OOO persons 
who witnessed the struggle know he did 
New York had the gam# won until the 
third Inning, in which Tinker was Chica¬ 
go's first batter. During the entire season 
Tinker had been hitting Math©w#on hard, 
and the psychologic effect of past per¬ 
formance# ha® much to do with pitching 
and batting Mathewson feared Tinker 
and he signaled Seymour to play deep tn 
center Held. He was afraid that a long 
drive by Tinker might turn the tide of 
bat tie. 

Seymour saw the signal, but disregarded 
If., having an Idea that Tinker would hit 
a low line fly. so he crept up a few step# 
closer to the Infield Instead of moving 
back Matty dropped hi# famous "fade 
away" over the plat® and Tinker drov# 
a long, high line fly to left center 
Seymour made a de*p©r*te effort to 
reach th# hall, hut fell a few feet short 
and the ball rolled to the crowd In the 
outfield for a thr®®-bna® hit and started 
a rally that gave Chicago the victory if 
Seymour had played a deep field. he 
was commanded to do. the probabilities 
ar® that New York would have won th® 
pennant.

Each man In a major league must know 
not only th® strength but the weakness of 
every opponent and th# array of facta 
and information concerning player# that 
each pitcher can muster up |# nmazing 
to th® layman. xLsite last season Boston 
presented a new outfielder who. as far a# 
the writer can learn never had played in 
a major league before and no one on the 
Chicago cinb knew him or ever had seen 
him play ball, yet they wer© perfectly 
familiar with him. hi* peculiarities, bat¬ 
ting habit# and disposition 
On th# way to th® grounds Brown and 
Reulbach. on® of whom was to pitch 
went minutely over that new man. analvs- 
ing hi* position at bat, th© way h© swung 
at a ball, th® kind of ball h® could hit. and 
what he could not. and exactly how fast 
he could reach first base Stetnfeldt was 
warned that th© man was dungerou# nnd 
a tricky bimter. and that h© always 
bunted toward third. When the pitchers 
got through discussing the newcomer. 
Kling and Chance analysed him a# a base- 
runner 

"I think." Kling remarked, "we can 
catch that fellow a ooupl© of times if he 
hits on base# to-day If he reach©* sec¬ 
ond ni pull Off that delayed throw Let 
Joe cover and Johnny stall."

ponents, and knew as well as the Cin¬ 
cinnati players what Gansel was ordering.

I* 
the hardest task Fielder Jones, manager 
of the Chicago Whit® Stockings and on# 
of the flnesl generals In the world, last 
summer used more pitchers and changed 
plavers mor# frequently than any other 
manager. In on® game he changed pitch- 
ers five times, and won.

SHOULD STUDY THE BATTERS, 


Breaking Up of Hit-and-Run Tactica 
la the Most Important Feature 
In the Game • 


MUST LEARN TO LOSE MASK. 


I T used to be enough for the catcher 
to stand back of the plat®, handle 
the pitcher’s curves, throw to bases 
and get hls sharo of the hit*. 

But th® modern, scientific game has 
added to the duties of th® man b®hind 
th® baL Now h® is the general. He to 
the only man who ha* the entire play 
before him at all times Every one of 
his teammates 1* facing him. He roust 
give the signals. The tactica of the gain® 
are up to him. 

It used to be that above all things h® 
needed courage. Now mental alertness 
has been added. Not that th# need for 
nerve has passed. It takes a lot of In¬ 
difference to pain and peril to stand back 
there and meet the cannonading. 

Not always can the ball b© made to 
land on the glove. One® in a while there 
ts a wild pitch or the #:gnals g®t crossed. 

Then the catcher has 16 #tlck out hls 
bar® hand to save the enemy from get¬ 
ting one or two extra base* The man 
who won’t do this, no matter how much 
It hurts, ha* no business In baseball. 
Ring pong w'ould b# about hls speed. 

• • • 

Whenever a catcher show# any sign of 
fear, the other team Is sure to get him. 
Therefore, I hdvlse the North American 
amateurs that unless they have all kinds 
of pluck and indifference to danger they 
try something els© besides catching. 

Never duck away from the plate when 
you ik» a bas«_ runner dashing in. No 
matter how htg or fast h® l*. go At him. 
but do It Intelligently. Never relax your 

? rip on the hall, but learn the knack of 
ailing without getting hurt. 

If there has to be any collision, learn 
the knack of letting him be underneath 
when it come# off. 

FPotiball player# learn this as the first 
part of their skill, and you will be sur¬ 
prised how with practice you can get your 
man without damage to yourself. 

Although I am very light for a catcher 
I am e©klotn hurt, nnd I think It Is be¬ 
cause 1 try to us® Judgment In getting 
men at the plate. When I first broke In 
they used to knock me over, but now l 
fall In such a way that 1 am usually on 
ton or at least out of danger. 

Don't he dirty, for the time for the 
dirty player Is past Play hord. but clean 
It used to b® thought all right to spike a 
man or purposely collide with him In 
such a jvny as to put him out, but that 
dav I* past 

The number of thug* In fast company 
ts now very limited, and they are held in 
such contempt by all decent men that 
eventuallv none will survive 

Learn to *nateh yoiu* mask off quickly, 
so a# to be tn a position to go after a 
foul fly. You don't lihow how many ex¬ 
tra put-outs this will give you The 
catcher srho master* this knack will catch 
more fouls than the man who may be 
foster on hi# f©et. yet not so deft In 
snatching off the mask 

Many a ball Is mlseed by only a foot or 
two. Therefore, study getting a quick 
start In th# right direction. A good 
catcher wtll com© to know, almost by In¬ 
stinct. the direction In which th© ball is 

*°Catch the hall high os possible, and 
then should It rebound from your glove 
you will still have a chance to catch It 
before it reach©# the ground. 

This little detail Is important, for there 
Is ro-arly always a tw!*t on a ball from 
tl© position in which it leaves the bat. 
and when It is also blown about by s 
strong wind, end the catcher Is looking 
Into s clear sky on a sunshiny day. he 
ir up against about as difficult a proposi¬ 
tion as 1 know of. 

Don’t lose sight of th® m®n ®n base 
when you catch a foul flv They can run 
after you catch It. Orteti you will be 
pulled out of vour throwing position ofrer 

f retting a hard one Sometimes your bark 
a to th© Infield when the ball settle# in 
your glove 

You must reason In advance where ;h® 
baserunner Is and where you must throw 
when th® ball comes down Snap th© ball 
there quickly, whether he runs or not. 
Then you know he Is held to his place. 

• • • 

Place your Inflelder* and outfielders 
properly for every batter who come* up. 
This. I think. Is the most Important thing 
of all. 

It is with this kind of knowledge that 
th® catcher can be of inestimable value 
to the pitcher, esperlalty to the young¬ 
sters. to whom th® methods of the big 
fellow# are a riddle yet. 

A catcher who *rudic# know* what 
kmda of balls they like and where they 


hit them. It la up to him first to try to 
make the pitcher fool tb® batter, and. sec¬ 
ondly. to put the other seven men w here 
they are most likely tu get the ball should 
the batter hit It. x 

Sometimes It is good Judgment to give 
a hatter a ball just where he likes It, 
and then let hlrp hit It. having first placed 
your men where the hall will come to one 
of them for a nut out 

Of course, this does ndt apply to the 
heavy hitters, men like Wagner, Lajole 
and chance, for example. When they get 
the kind of ball they want It ts likely to 
go out of the lot. The great hitter* 
should never get a chance at one In the 
"groove." 

Make th©m aim at balls that work the 
corners that would be strikes If allowed 
fo pass, but are not the kind to hit hard. 

Study batters Incessantly. This la the 
basis of the catcher's success. See how 
they stand, watch how they shift on th«4r 
feet when at the plate. 

The man who pull# way. be It ever so 
little. Is a mark for curve balls. The man 
who crowds the piste can be chased away 
with fast breaks close to hls head. 

If you dm scare a man away from t*e 
piste, and th©n have the p«*<-©#r br«*a.c 
the ball on the oorn*r fu-mest 
from the Uatt#.- thcr- .# not much 
ger of that bat! r making any sa/i 
• • • 

Learn the "hit-and-run" #l£n of to# 
other fellow*. 

You know what ’’hit and run" means 
The other fellows have a man an base. 
He works in a signal with the man at the 
hat, and w*hen the ball Is pitched he 
makes a break for second. 

The batter" hits that balf w herever he 
can. and If he hits It through the holo 
left vacant by either the shortstop or 
second baseman going over to cover the 
bag on the steal, then It Is a single, 
which often lets the man on first get 
around to third and paves the way tor 
runs. 

If a team can get away with toll, then 
It is sure to win games. But the "hit 
and run” can be broken up by a catcher 
who knows hls business. 

Many persons have wondered why the 
Detroit team, that was so strong in the 
American League, fell down so complete¬ 
ly in the world’s series when opposed to 
Chicago. To me the answer was always 
easy. 

Kling was too much for them. Craw¬ 
ford, Cobb. Ross man and Schaefer work¬ 
ed their hit and run In great shape 
against catchers in their own league, but 
tho best catcher In the bunlness flagged 
them. That’s all there was to It. 

Every batter has a different "hit-and- 
run" sign. If you study them, you can 
often detect them. D© may hold th© bat 
some peculiar way. put hls hand to cap, 
step away from the plate, hitch up fUs 
trousers, any one of a dozen things. 

If you think It Is going to be "hit and 
run." mak© your pitcher waste the ball; 
then If the rjuiuer go©# down and the 
hatter i© ni\Jro'- to reach the ball, you 
have a fine chance to get the man steal¬ 
ing. 

But don't let too many balls be- wasted 
or you get th® pitcher In a hole, where 
he is likely to gtv© a base on balls. 

Many a l*o*e runner will pretend he ts 
going down, only to persuade a nervous 
pitcher Into wasting so many balls that 
when th© time come* he can't get the 
hall over th® plate 

You must know your pitcher, and de¬ 
cide how far>^ou can take chances. 

• • • 

When you finally must pitch to th# 
hatter, put the ball where he can't hit It 
through the hole left vacant by the man 
covering to take the throw, and have 
someone waiting where the ball Is likely 

IO \Vork on this play all th© time, for if 
you c«n learn to break up hlt-ond-run, 
you have solved one cf the catcher's 
greatest tsSks. 

Get th© boll sway quickly when you 
throw to break up a steal, nnd don’t let 
baserunner* fake too much of a lead. It 
is heartbreaking to a pitcher to see men 
uniting a big start thnt enables th©m to 
strnl a has® or make the next station on 
an infield out 

Keep them close to the bog at all tlmei. 
You can make them respect your arm bv 
fr©quent snap throws, nnd once you ret 
on© or two of them napping, fewer lib¬ 
erties will b© taken. 

I used to think that the catcher dldn t 
get full credit for all the d©mand* th*t 
were mnde on him behtnd the bst. b it 
that can’t be said now. 

Th# Importance of th# catcher Is recog¬ 
nized by marngera and fans alike There 
are not enough of them to meet the de¬ 
mand. with the result that the good 
rntoher stays In the rank* longer, per¬ 
haps. than hls fellows In any other posl- 

11 Even after he has slowed up on th* 
has®#, he t* still In demand, and when 
his playing days have stopped ht can 
catch on to coach, as witness men like 
Farrell, Robinson and McGutrt.

CURABLE COLOR-BLINDNESS.

That color-blindness may in some In¬ 
stances be cured, or at bnurt overcome, 
by practising color-comparison patiently 
and regularly. Is asserted by Dr. Braw- 
ley. ao American phy>tcUui, In the In 
tcmationaJ Journal of Surgery. Say* 
the Hunpltrd. ,n a review of the article 
”U l* generally held that color-blind 
ne** Is duo to an organic defect in the 
visual apparatus which Is permanent 
a~na unaJtenable, and U I* rather sur¬ 
prising to learn from this author that 
by diligent application and study the 
defect can apparently be completely 
overcome. He rMaie* the cose of a con¬ 
ductor on the Southern railway whom 
on examination he found to lx* so color, 
blind that he wa* tinabN* to distinguish 
In the skein tost gr<*en, blue, gray, 
brown and different shades of red. and 
iwld they wc-re all the same color, dif¬ 
fering only In shade. He was !n conse¬ 
quence compelled to relinquish hi* post. 
He ue*. to work, however, to study the 
colors and euppllcd htm/i&lf with all the 
different colon* of woolens and various 
samples of paint, and aJso provided 
hi'mself with a miniature lantern. At 
the end of ft%e week* he was able to un¬ 
dergo the most rigid examination with¬ 
out a mistake, and later on ho was also 
examined by the chief surgeon and two 
other occuliats with the same result 
Since then Dr. Browtey has encouraged 
several other color-blind applicants to 
study to overcome thHr defect nnd they 
have been able So do this In the same 
way. The author is. therefore, led to 
the conclusion that with practice the 
intelligent color-blind can educate bim- 
srlf sufficiently to call ordinary colors 
correctly Although he does this, it is 
probable that he doe* not see them as 
they really are or as other* *co them, 
but ha*, as It were, a standard of hta 
own by which he makes the necessary 
distinc tions.” _

Should you travel among the 
true Turks In Asia Minor you will find. 
Instead of inns and hotels, a warm wel¬ 
come in every house. The chief men of 
the village will dispute with each other 
for the honor of being your host, and 
he who ha* won that privilege is envied 
by hi* neighbor*. If not rich enough to 
afford a “mousxaflr odassi.” or guest- 
chamber, he will place hi* own room 
at your disposal: but wherever you 
may lodge you will always find In large 
Turkish letters this traditional Inscrip¬ 
tion: *’H«re Is received the Stranger! 
In the name of God! the Compassion¬ 
ate' the Merciful!*' . 

Nor are Introduction# necessat^. 
Whatever your creed or condition, your 
rank or your country, whether Chris¬ 
tian or Moslem, wealthy or poor, you 
will be lodged and entertained as long 
hs i'ou choose to remain. While a guest 
you are not only not allowed to expend 
a t*enny. but are not even permitted to 
offer a "tip” to the servants, for thl* 
would te considered a great Insult to 
your host. Nor must it be supposed 
that this I* true only of the rich or the 
well-to-do; It 1 * characteristic also of 
the poorest peasant*. They do not wait 
i»iinpl> to receive you; they will go out 
to find you. In many village* a guest- 
chamber Is kept st the p ublic expense.

A really first-class lion skin Is worth 
from £100 to £120 ($500 to $600). while 
lately many have changed hands at as 
much as £200 apiece, says the London 
Queen. Still one can sometimes ob¬ 
tain a rug at aa low a price as £ 86 . 
It depends upon the species of the lion. 
If it is a full grown and perfect speci¬ 
men. The most valuable lion rug* to¬ 
day are those obtained from the Bar- 
bary species. The manes of the male* 
when lull grown are quite dark, very 
full, running well down the center of 
the back. The head. too. Is very mas¬ 
sive, and the paws or claws spread out 
to an enormous width. 

This season a number of rug* have 
made their appearance with the fur of 
the puma mounted on black goat. These 
are minus the heAds. and ore prized by 
many because It, Is really the fur of a 
species of lion. But a lion rug to be at 
all representative should possess a 
head. To dress und mount it requires 
the service# of the tanner, furrier and 
taxidermist. 

The processes which those furs pass 
through before they are ready for the 
drawing-room are many and varied. 
When first received by the furrier the 
hide Is pickled, that Is to say, placed 
in a kind of a vat containing certain 
chemical*. wh*re It remain* for two or 
three day* It Is then removed and 
scraped with large knives, this work 
being done by strong men. 

Very curious is the process. It goes 
Into a tub. where it Is beaten under 
foot in the sawdust. It has now to be 
dried when It is agnln beaten In saw¬ 
dust and still further with canes. If 
this work 1* done thoroughly well It 
means that the fur will not come oul 
practically never lose It* freshness of 
color and last for really a long time. 
Indeed It has to be absolutely worn out 
by actual tread. 

There la, of course, a great deal of 
work still to be don**. The skin has to 
be cut to the form of a rug and all 
damaged parts such as bullet holes 
and rents caused through spear thrusts 
must be made good. Large piece# 
sometimes huve to be Inserted and 
these additions are obtained from 
clippings of the actual fur or skin. 

Ii Is then stretched and lined, and If 
It Is desired to mount the rug with a 
head tho naturalist calls the taxider¬ 
mist to his aid. for It Is absolutely es¬ 
sentia) for the head to be lifelike and 
natural looking. Most of the heads 
used nowadays are made of papier- 
mache. with occasionally the original 
teeth of the animal. The head*, of 
course, ore covered with the animal's 
own *kln. 

Among the handsomest fur rugs Is 
that of the polar bear. On ocr^unt of 
its large size and the fur beif^j of a 
glossy white, it Is showm lo best advan¬ 
tage In a fairly large room with light 
furniture. Many people have even ex¬ 
changed their furniture to harmonise 
with these rugs. Next to the lion rug 
It (s the most expensive. Here again 
It Is merely a question of points. - 

It l# only a connoisseur In f :.s wlm 
can tel! the value of a p^'a-r besiiwrug. 
It depends entirely up a the whiteness 
of the fur. A specimen with a pure 
silvery white gloss Is rare and may be 
worth aa much as £100. Unfortunate¬ 
ly most of these furs contain a slight 
shade of brown, which deteriorates 
their market value. 

A fur of a full-grown specimen 
ranges from 14 to 2 Inches In depth. 
On account of the shortness of the ani¬ 
mal’* legs and the fact that it pos¬ 
sesses practically no tall, the skin 
makes a more compact run than is tho 
case with the Mg cats. There are a few 
polar hear rugs In existence that meas¬ 
ure as much as 12 or 13 feet In length, 
but a rug 10 feet In length Is considered 
a large slxe. The head on such a rug 
would measure 28 Inches from the tip 
of the nose to the base of the skull and 
go quite 30 inches around the full 
stretch of the neck. 

A cheaper rug and one that make* an 
ornament to any room Is that of the 
leopard’s skin. Whether mounted with 
the head or not. It Is a charming rug. 
They vary In price from a fewr pounds 
up to £26 and more, according to the 
variety of the specie*. The finest leop¬ 
ard mg* on the market to-day are 
those obtained from the skins received 
from Northern China, where tbe leop¬ 
ard grows a finer and a more glossy 
coat than his brother In India. 

Practically every animal now* has re¬ 
ceived the attention of the furrier and 
has been converted into useful and or¬ 
namental rug* The present season has 
been remarkable, not only for the 
number, but for the variety of animals 
that have been called into requisition.

Frankfort. Ky.. May 9. —[Special.] — 
Night risers are taking a new' tack In 
Franklin bounty, and from scraping 
plant beds grid burning barns ore now 
trying to force negro laborers to leave 
the rock quarries near Benson. Two 
warning letters, which were received 
by tho negro laborers, were brought 
to AdjT Gen. F. F. Johnston this morn¬ 
ing and the matter was at once placed 
In the hands of detectives, who will 
try to discover the writer or writers of 
the letters. Tht letters rend as fol¬ 
lows, printed with n lend pencil: 

’’Notice—All niggers are warned to 
leave Henson in forty-eight hours. We 
have for you whip and rope. If you 
want to live, leave Benson. No on-.* 
must talk about this. Leave and stay. 
Hell Is your portion If you stay. 

-NIGHT RIDERS.” 

Benson has few' negroes living in or 
near It and the people of that section 
are said to have a strong prejudice 
against the black race. Recently a 
| score of negroes went to work on the 
rock quarries near Benson, which Is 
seven miles west of Frankfort on th" 
L. and; N. railroad. Their presence Is 
s»ld to have caused much talk and 
strong objection on thv part of th*> 
citizens of that place. Feeling agnlnat 
the negroes is '•aid to have been In¬ 
creased by a recent attempted assault 
on a young girl by a negro man. near 
Bagdad, which Is not f «r from Benson. 

Gen. Johnston says he will make a 
determined effort to find the persons 
guilty of sending the night rider notes 
and will try to have somebody con¬ 
victed. Benson Is close to the Shelby 
county line and not far from where 
Newton Hazelett was killed last sum¬ 
mer during a raid hy night riders. 
Nothing has been heard of the night 
riders In this county or Shelby for 
some months, hut It la known that an 
organization exists and that It is reodv 
to work. The negro laborers were 
much frightened by tha warning which 
they received and some of rhem left 
the quarries.
